R em arkable M urder T rial In H ungary. 
V ie n n a , June 22*.—At the great trial at 
Nyreghazzi, Hungary, of a number of Jews 
acensad of having murdered a Christian girl 
at Tiszeaeziar, to use her blond to mix with 
their Passover bread, a sister of the girl 
alleged to have been murdered testified that 
she spoke to her sister on the afternoon the 
murder is said to have occurred, while on the 
other hand the principal witness for the pros­ 
ecution, a Jewish boy named Moritz Scharf, 
swore that he saw the murder committed in 
the synagogue before the midday meal was 
partaken of. 
The trial is causing extraor­ 
dinary excitement. 
The Christians in the 
vicinity are intensely hostile to the accused 
meD, and these who attend the trial jeer the 
counsel tor the defense when they rise to 
speak. 
The father of the boy Scharf ia one 
of the prisoners charged with the crime. The 
boy, though not legally compelled to testify 
against his fa'li’r, elected to do sc.

How C e l l u l o id r* M a d e .—The Journal 
o f the British Dental Association quotes 
from L a Progres Denlaire a description of 
the process carried out at a factory near 
Paris for the manufacture of celluloid : 
A 
roll of paper is slowly unwound, and is at 
the same time saturated with a mixture of 
five parts of sulphuric acid and two of 
nitric, which fails upon the paper in a tine 
spray. 
This changes the cellniose of the 
paper into fine pyroxyline (gnn cotton). 
The excess of acid having been expelled by 
pressure the paper is washed with plenty 
of water until all traces of acid have been 
removed ; it is tben reduced to pulp and 
passes on to the bleaching trough. 
Most 
of the water having got rid of by means of a 
strainer, the pnlp is mixed with from 20 to 
40 per cent, of its weight of camphor, snd 
the mixture thoroughly triturated under 
mill-stones. 
The necessary coloring mat­ 
ter having been added In the form of pow­ 
der, a second mixing and grinding follows. 
Tbe finely divided pulp is then spread ont 
in thin layers en slabs, and from twsnty 
to twenty-five of tbe layers are placed in a 
hydraulic press, separated from one an- 
othsr by sheets of thick blotting paper, 
and are subjected to a pressure of 150 at­ 
mospheres until all traces of moisture have 
been got rid of. 
The plates thns obtained 
are broken np and soaked for twenty-fonr 
hours in alcohol. 
The matter is then 
passed between rollers heated to between 
140 and 150 deg. Fab., whence it ia-ues in 
the form of elastic sheets. 
Celluloid is 
made 
to imitate amber, tortoise-ehell, 
coral, malachite, ebony, ivory, etc., and 
besides its employment in dentriety is used 
to make mouth-piece? for pipes and c'gar- 
hold*r?, handles for table-knives and um­ 
brellas, combs, shirt-fronts and collars, and 
a number of fancy articles.

A t the close of my last letter we were at 
Bonn. 
From this place the Siebengebirge 
or Seven mountains, are seen at a distance. 
T his is the first notew orthy panorama on 
th e banks of 
the Koine, 
t i e took a 
itearrur for Coblenz, and soon had occasion 
to admire the scenery, which is unsur­ 
passed in natural arid artificial beauty. 
■J oe river runs smoothly and majestically 
between vme-clad hills ; and, changing ab­ 
ru p tly its course, it enters deep gorges or 
winds around high bluff-; surm ounted by 
noble castles or ancient ruins, some of 
them p e rc h ed on the highest rocks. C harm ­ 
ing villages, cities and residences line its 
banks and give the whole a magical ap 
pearanee. 
The moat picturesque part of 
th e Rhine lies betw een Bonn and Mainz, a 
distance of 
seventy m iles; the U pper 
Rhine as far as Sw itzerland is also attract­ 
ive and offers tine scenery. 
The first im­ 
posing sight we adm ired is the “ lJrachen- 
ftls” or Dragoon rock, w ith an ancient castle 
in ruins at its Eurnmit. 
This rock is the 
steepest of 
the Seven mountains, 
and 
stands close to the river bank. 
The spec­ 
tacle is magnificent. 
Further on we passed 
th e proud castle of Ahrenfels, the towns 
of Remagen and Ahrweiler, the Island of 
Rolandsw erth and the celebrated Roland- 
seek and castle. 
Soon the town of Neu- 
wied, with its princely palace, hove in 
s ig h t; near it the castle of Monrepos ; 
then the historic M ausethurm, on an isl­ 
and, the legend of which, concerning the 
invasion of mice, is certainly known to 
m any readers. 
Thus an everchanging 


PANORAMA OK ANCIENT RCISH, 
Romau relics and modern edifices, in ter­ 
spersed w ith p retty villages and numerous 
vineyards, is presented to the eye. 
Many 
of the vineyards on the Rhine cover ele­ 
v ated bills and run down gradually to the 
w ater’s edge, forming regular terraces and 
offering a bewitching aspect. 
A t vintage 
tim e hundreds of people— men, women and 
children—are seeu creeping along like in­ 
sects on these declivities, and gathering 
grapes in huge baskets which they carry on 
their backs. 
Most ruins and notew orthy 
places on the Rhine have their old-time 
legends which have been suog in verse and 
prose by the poets, the remembrance of 
which thrills the tourist’s heart with pleas­ 
ure and anticipation on passing these hal­ 
lowed spots. 
The city of Coblenz is lo­ 
cated about half-way between Cologne and 
Mainz, on the continence of the rivers 
Rhino and Moselle. 
On the opposite bank 
of the Rhine, on a rock 800 feet high, 
stands the fortress of Etirenbreistein, one 
of the strongest in Germany. 
I t inspires 
one alm ost w ith awe and fear on beholding 
this 
IMMENSE PILE OF MASSIVE STONE 
1’erched upon such an altitude ready to 
■pit out tha contents of its huge cannons. 
Coblenz itself offers little of interest to 
Btrangers, except its Royal castle and the 
“ Scbloeep'atz," a line public square Bet 
w ith trees and having a high pyramid. 
The streets are narrow ami have an oldish 
look. 
H ere we left the Rhine for rn ex­ 
cursion on the river Moselle to the ancient 
city of TreveB, or the Augusta Trevirorum 
of the Romans. This place exhibits a num ­ 
ber of antiquities of the Roman empire. The 
Simeon’s Thor, or 1’orta Nigra, a quadran­ 
gular edifice used as a city gate, over a hun­ 
dred feet high and built during the tim e of 
the Romans, is still intact. 
The ruins of 
a Roman am phitheater, which m ight have 
held thousands of people, and some Roman 
baths, have also been preserved. 
P art of 
th e bridge across tha Moselle is of Roman 
origin. 
Treves at certain periods is the 
Mecca, or place of pilgrimage of the faith­ 
ful Catholic papulation of the province and 
adjoining States. 
I t holds 


TIIE SEAMLESS COAT OF JESUS CHRIST, 
Or “ Heilige R ock,” as it is called in G er­ 
man ; and at intervals of fifteen or tw enty 
years this relic is exhibited for the edifica­ 
tion of the faithful. 
On these occasions 
thousands npon thousands of pilgrims visit 
the place and are allowed to kiss the hem 
of the holy garment. 
Marvelous cures of 
invalids occur, of course, and the town 
reaps the benefit of the sanctimonious ar­ 
dor of the visitors. 
The valley of the Mo­ 
selle is fertile and picturesque, ami is a fit 
counterpart of the Rhine, especially be­ 
tw een Treves ami Berncastel. 
Looking 
down from a villa called “ Das weisse 
H aueschen,” situated on the mountain op­ 
posite Treves and across the river, a most 
charm ing view, embracing the valley for 
miles, is offered to the eye. 
Deep a t your 
feet tlows the river ; the old town spreads 
its spires, towers and houses along its 
banks, while the surrounding valley, full 
of gardens, orchards and vineyards, wears 
its m antle of richest green, and in the 
back-ground another chain of m ountains 
appear and closes this 


DELIGHTFUL PANORAMA. 
In reality few spots on the Rhine excel 
this part of the Moselle in natural beauty. 
TUo people on the Moselle consume great 
quantities of cider, which is their favorite 
drink : although some vineyards produce 
very good V¡no. 
The latter is m ostly ex­ 
ported and competes w ith the Rhine wine 
in the foreign m arkets. 
Small steamers 
run down to Coblenz, and at high w ater as 
far up as Metz. 
River steamers in general 
in Europe cannot be compared, w ith re ­ 
gard to size and comfort, to the large and 
commodious steamers plying on the great 
American rivers ; but then, as distances are 
short, there is not so much necessity for it. 
Returning to Doblen/, we continued our 
journey up the Rhine. 
We m ust state ex­ 
pressly th at in thoee sketches our object is 
to present the most interesting and pleas­ 
ing side of the countries we go through, 
rather than to exhibit the darker side. 
It 
is so easy to criticise everything th at is un­ 
usual to our own way of living, and the 
old adage, th at we generally see the splinter 
in our neighbor’s eyes and not the beam in 
our own, is verified every day. 
A t a short 
distance from Coblenz is the little town of 
Andernach, possessing Roman ruins ; far­ 
th er on the royal castle of Stolzenfels, 
which Emperor William used to visit fre­ 
quently. 
It was restored in 1S41, and 
presents a splendid appearance on the steep 
side of the mountain high above the river. 
T nis bold structure, w ith its numerous 
turrets, m inarets, buttresses and balus­ 
trades, seems almost 


SV'PENDED IN MID-AIR, 
A nd inspires one w ith admiration. 
Its in­ 
terior has been renovated in magnificent 
style, a description of which has been given 
a t various tim es in some illustrated Ger­ 
m an papers. 
Some distance from the river 
lies the bathing-place Ems, another favor­ 
ite resort of the old Emperor. I t was here 
th at the ostensible cause of the late Franco- 
G erm an war was given, when the Emperor 
turned his back upon the French Embasta- 
doi. 
N ear the town of Bingen a narrow 
passage in the river, called “ Binger Loch,” 
perm its only one vessel to pass at a time. 
A t Bingen the Rhine makes a sharp bend, 
and a h ttle way above the famous ” Johan- 
nisberg," a vineyard belonging to Prince 
M ettem ich, is seen on the opposite bank. 
T h at produced in this vineyard is the 


DEAREST WINE I S THE WORLD, 
Being so li at the rate of five dollars a bot- 
tie on the spot. 
On the same side of the 
river, and bu t a few miles from it, lies the 
w atering-place W iesbaden, well know a to 


tourists. 
W e soon reached Mainz, in Hesse 
D arm stadt, at the confluence of the rivers 
Maine and Rhine. 
This city is strongly 
fortified and has, notw ithstanding its lofty 
buildings, a dark and unfriendly appear­ 
ance. 
I t is the birth-place of Gutenberg, 
the inventor of the art of printing. 
He 
was born in tbe year 1400, and a colossal 
bronze statue has been erected to his m em ­ 
ory. 
Mainz has several palaces and a 
num ber of Roman antiquities. Its museum 
and library (containing 130 000 volumes) 
are w orth seeing. 
Opposite Mainz lies the 
tow n of Caste), from whence we proceeded 
by rail to Frank!ort-on the Maine. 
W hile 
we have been extolling the beauties of the 
banks of the Rhine we said little of the 
barrennr sa of a nortionof tbe Rhenish prov­ 
ince. 
Tne Rhine is the pride of Germany. 
But after all it is only its vicinity th at is 
attractive. 
The country we are now en ­ 
tering is really 


TIIE GARDEN SPOT OF GERMANY. 
The southern and central part, embracing 
such countries as Nassau, Coburg, Hesae- 
D arm stadt, Baden, the kingdoms of W ur- 
tem berg, Bavaria and part cf Saxony, is 
the best part of Germany with regard to 
soil, clim ate 
and intellectual progress. 
Should we incur the diipleasure of some 
of our German readers we are compelled 
to say th at the northern and western dis­ 
tricts are not much blessed w ith the gifts 
of nature. 
N either are the arts and sci­ 
ences much cultivated there. 
I t is in the 
southern and central part th at the cradle 
of German progress and civilization liee. 
It is there th at arts and sciences were first 
cultivated ; it is there th at the best insti­ 
tutions of learning can be found ; and it is 
there th at meat mea of genius were boru. 
Nearly all of G erm any’s great poets and 
w riters lived and died there. 
F’rankfort- 
on-the-M aine was formerly one of the four 
free cities of Germany until after the 
Prussu-Auatrian war, when it lost its inde­ 
pendence, and w ith it some of its im port­ 
ance. 
Its location is 


MORE FAVORED BY NATURE 
Than any other city in Germany. 
Lying 
in the m idst of a fertile country', on the 
river Maine, and not far from the Rhine, 
w ith the Taunus mountains in the back­ 
ground, and w ithin a short distance of a 
num ber of fashionable pleasure resorts, 
such as Soden, Nauheim, Hamburg, W ies- 
badeD, Friedrichbad, Baden-Baden, etc., 
it has long wielded the scepter of a com­ 
mercial metropolis, and is yet one of the 
principal money m arkets of Europe. 
Its 
neighborhood is charming, and the city 
itself attracts a large num ber of visitors 
from abroad. 
A belt of beautiful walks 
surround it, and such p retty villages as 
Bockenneim, Birnheim and Oberrad con­ 
tribute to enhance the charms of the land­ 
scape. 
The streets, with the exception of 
a few, are not pretty, but full of life, and 
a few of the squares may be called hand­ 
some. 
The batning places Soden, N au­ 
heim and Hom bnrg lie a short distance 
from town, and may be reached by rail or 
lines of omnibuses. Hom bu/g has a world­ 
wide reputation as a pleasure resort, and 
in its “ K ursaal” representatives of the 
fashionable world of all nations congre­ 
gate, 
I t Í3 


A NOTED GAMBLING PLACE, 
And, the same as Spa, has caused the ruin 
of many w ealthy people. 
The Jew s are 
numerous in Frankfort, and it m ust be 
said to their credit th at they have contrib­ 
uted greatly to the aggrandizem ent of the 
city. 
Frankfort is the birth-place of the 
Rothschilds. 
The house, where the first 
of the Rothschilds amassed a fortune, and 
which is still their bueiness place, stands 
on the “ Z -il,” the principal street of 
Frankfort. 
I t is a massive but dark-look­ 
ing house. 
Drays, laden w ith kegs of 
money, may be seen frequently entering or 
leaving th at house. 
Among the rem arka­ 
ble edifices in town are the “ Roemer,” 
where the German Emperors were formerly 
elected, and the cathedral where they were 
crow ned; the “ Thurn-and-Taxis” palace ; 
the library building, including the Braun­ 
fels and Exchange on the “ Liebfranen- 
berg 
and several other public buildings, 
devoted to the collection of objects of art 
and endowed w ith fnnds obtained through 
the liberality of private citizens. 
Goethe, 
the great poet, was horn in Frankfort. 
On 
the opposite bank of the Maine, and con­ 
nected w ith the main portion of the city 
by a stone bridge of fourteen arches, lies 
ths suburb “ SachsenhauBen,” teem ing w ith 
life.

One 
looked vainly on the floor for either the 
beautiful spittoon or any of those luscious 
splashes of a dark amber hue which indi­ 
cate the need of such an article of furni­ 
ture ; nor could the keenest olfactories de­ 
tect the faintest trace of tobacco in the 
room. 
On the contrary, the floor was 
cleaD, the atmosphere pure, the table used 
exclusively for legitim ate purposes, the 
officers attired in tasteful uniforms, with 
w hite gloves, and the whole proceedings 
marked by a dignity th at could have held 
its own even a t the coronation of a Czar.

a week’s wages) for costs.

T hat this gentleman should have been 
more anxious than either of his colleagues 
to have the antecedents of the poor devil

I t also brought to light 
one of the weaknesses of the English ju d i­ 
cial Bystem. 
These m agistrates are ap ­ 
pointed for life ; and w hilst it is true th at 
power to remove them for cause is in ­ 
vested in the Lord Chancellor, it is a fact, 
too, th at removals are very seldom effect­ 
ed. 
Consequently, it is no uncommon 
thing a t all to see on the bench men whose 
faculties are seriously impaired by age or 
infirm ity, while occasionally one meets 
w ith a case, like th a t recorded above, 
where the Judge ought to change places 
with the prisoner. 
But w hat chiefly in­ 
terested me in this English Court of jus­ 
tice were the two cases which came up un­ 
der the 


COMPULSORY EDUCATIONAL ACT. 
This A ct makes it incum bent on parents 
to send their children to school. 
The 
child comes under the operation of this 
law from five to thirteen years of age, 
though there is a provision th a t makes the 
law inoperative to children over ten years 
if a satisfactory examination in the fourth 
standard (the three R ’s) has been passed. 
Technically the law requires attendance 
by the child at every session of the school, 
when not lawfully kept away, but consid­ 
erable latitude is allowed, and proceedings 
are taken only in the most flagrant cases. 
The legitim ate excuses for absence are 
three : eickness, residence of more than 
two miles from a school house, or evidence 
th at the child is receiving satisfactory in­ 
struction elsewhere. 
In the m atter of re­ 
porting absentees to the School Board the 
teacher has no option. 
H e m ust do this, 
and the Board then decides w hether there 
is ground for action. 
Usually, before a 
snmmons is issued, parents are notified of 
w hat is intended in the hope th at fear of 
the law will produce amendment. 
Then 
in case of long-continued and willful neg­ 
lect, the School Board and teacher place 
certificates in the hands of the School A t­ 
tendance officer, who secures summons and 
prosecutes before the m agistrates. 
Tne 
teacher’s certificate, which comes before 
; the Court in evidence, is th at the school 
has been open a certain number of times 
w ithin a given period, aud th a t the child 
j of the accused parent has been present 
only so many out of th at number. 
The 
certificate from the Board sets forth th at 
there has been 


NO REASONABLE EXCUSE 
For the absence complained of. 
In the 
two cases I heard tried, one child had been 
present at forty sessions out of eighty, the 
other at only forty out of ninety. 
On a 
first complaint the rule of the magistrates 
is to simply make an order for the child’s 
regular attendance in the futnre. 
This 
was done in the first of the two cases in 
question, but the parents of the other 
child had been up before, and th el'ju rt 
followed the nsnal practice toward them of 
imposing a fine. 
The maximnm sura in 
wbich contumacious parents can be pun­ 
ished is five shillings, or one dollar and a 
quarter, including the costs. 
Nor is the 
penalty accumulative, five shillings being 
all that could be exacted, even to tfie sev­ 
enty-seventh offense. 
Toward those who 
plead poverty the Court makes a show of 
leniency by giving them a little time to 
get the money together. 
The parents in 
the c u e referred to were given a fortnight's 
grace, accompanied by an admonition to 
send tbe child to school, coached in terms 
which made the impression on my mind 
that in case of compliance the fine would 
be remitted. 
Tne mother left the Btand 


IN A STATE OF HIGH WRATH, 
Declaring she would neither pay the money 
nor obey the law. 
Here was another 
study in human nature, not so offensive as 
that presented in the conduct of the heart­ 
less Judge toward the egg thief, but equally 
true to life. 
The sequel, however, was 
very encouraging, for the child was in 
' school, I heard, the same afternoon, the 
' first time for many weeks. 
In cases of 
; continued contumacy the amount of fines 
j could be collected by distraint upon the 
j household goods, and the law gives the 


authorities the power, in the event of ntter 
neglect to give schooling, to take the child 
away from its parents and place it in some 
public institution. 
In regard to the effects 
of this compulsory edncational law I am 
told th at it is working throughout tne 
country, generally, in the most salutary 
manner. 
N ot all the children are brought 
to school under its operations, but th at a 
muen larger proportion attend than form­ 
erly, is one of the most obvious, as it is 
one of the most hopeful, facts in connec­ 
tion w ith English scnool life. 
U nder the 
inspiration of examples afforded in G er­ 
many and in the U nited States, England 
has taken rapid strides in the last decade 
in the direction of affording cheap educa­ 
tional facilities to the masses of her popu­ 
lation, and she is still going forward. 
Ev­ 
erywhere is the old 
parochial school, 
where 
SECTARIAN INSTRUCTION 
Formed the greater part of the teaching, 
and from wbich, for th a t reason, the chil­ 
dren of dissenters were alm ost wholly ex­ 
cluded,giving place to the Bublic Elem ent­ 
ary School, whose affairs are managed, not 
by the parish priest, but by a Board elected 
by the rate-payers, and in which sectarian 
teaching has no place whatever. 
Iu many 
of these schools religious instruction is 
given at the order of the School Board, and 
in most of them , even wnere there is no 
instruction, there is at least Bible reading 
and prayer. 
B ut so solicitous has the Gov­ 
ernm ent been th a t religion shall not be 
th ru st upon those who object to it, or be 
considered in any sense a part of the regu­ 
lar school system, th a t it stipulates that 
whatever religions exercises any particular 
School Board may conclude to have, shall 
occur at the opening and closing ouly, and 
shall be so conducted as in no way to in­ 
terfere with, or detract from, the two hours 
of secular instruction which constitnte the 
minimum of every school session. 
It is 
further provided th at, be the religious ex­ 
ercises w hat they may, parents not w ish­ 
ing their children to take part in snch ex­ 
ercises, shall have a right to w ithdraw 
them during th a t time, and it is particu­ 
larly enjoined th at such w ithdraw al shall 
not deprive these children of any of the 
benefits of the school, or in any wise d e­ 
tract from their standing in the school. 
Moreover, w ithdraw al from 


THESE RELIGIOUS OBSERVANCES 
Does not mean keeping the children at 
home. 
They m ust be at school, and the 
teacher m ust see to it th at while the others 
are receiving religious knowledge, or ob­ 
serving religions worship, they shall, in 
some place by themselves, be receiviug in­ 
struction in Eecular m atters. 
Tnis is what 
is called the conscience clause of the Edu­ 
cational A ct passed in 1S70 and amended 
at various tim es since. 
Toere was, of 
course, a bitter contest over this clause. 
The Established Church m ustered all its 
forces in opposition, but dissent and liber- 
eralism carried the day, and the trium ph 
then gained put England abreast of the 
other enlightened nations of the earth in a 
m atter in which, up to th at time, she had 
been strangely backward, and paved the 
way for inore recent legislation by which 
dissenters have equal rights w ith church­ 
men to tbe education afforded in her great 
universities. 
In my visit to this English 
village I gleaned some facts in regard to 


RENTS, WAGES, ETC , 
W hich will probably interest your readers. 
Most of tbe land in this country is farmed 
by renters who pay from $5 to $10 per 
acre. 
W hen land commanding this rent 
changes hands, which is very seldom, it 
brings from $150 to $225 per acre. 
Horses 
used in farm work are usually of the mass­ 
ive build, so common in this country, aud 
range in price from $200 to $400. 
A good 
milch cow, w ith calf, is worth $150. Farm 
laborers earn from $3 25 to S4 per week, 
and frequently have large families to sup­ 
port out of this pittance. 
During harvest, 
which lasts from a m onth to six weeks, the 
farm er contracts w ith his hands to work 
for him during the whole time, putting in 
about eighteen hours hard labor a day for 
$25, w ith $5 extra for beer. 
A t this pe­ 
riod the weekly wages is of coarse sus­ 
pended. 
The marvel is that these farm 
laborers are able, on their small income, to 
keep up such a good appearance. The man 
has a good suit of black in which to go to 
church on Sundays, and his wife sits by 
his side attired w ith equal neatness and 
comfort, and they both, with their children 
also, present a tidy and well-cared for look 
as you 3ee them on the streets during the 
week. 
Their dwellings, viewed from the 
outside, are suggestive of anything but 
poverty or distress. 
They are of bumble 
dimensions, to be snre, but the windows, 
shaded w ith im itation lace curtains, as 
many of them are, and lit up by flowering 
plants, present a really beautiful appear­ 
ance, and w het the appetite for an inside 
view. 
W ithin you find almost invariably 


CLEANLINESS AND OOOD CHEER, 
And w hat is still better, an all-pervading 
home feeling. 
The house looks all over as 
though it were occupied by those who felt 
it a privilege to live there and were bent 
on making the place something beyond a 
mere shelter. 
T hat this class m ake tbeir 
small earnings serve them so well is owing 
to Beveral resons. 
Rents are very low, 
the tasteful dwellings costing them, w ith a 
small garden attached, from $15 to $20 a 
year. 
Clothing, too, costs less than one- 
half w hat it does in America, and is more 
dnrable. 
The schooling of the children 
amounts scarcely to anything. 
For the 
first child four cents a week m ust lie paid ; 
for the second two cents, for th s third two 
cents, and all the other little ones, even if 
there should be a score iu the family, go to 
school free. 
In return for this sum the 
children get a fair education, and have all 
necessary books found for them . 
The 
farm laborers suffer the most in the m atter 
of eating. 
They get enough, such as it is, 
but it is of a kind at wbich the poorest in 
our land would deem it a virtue to turn ap 
their noses in contem pt. 
For breakfast 
aDd tea the bill of fare is bread and drip­ 
ping, the latter a cheap substitute for b u t­ 
ter. 
For dinner a vegetable pudding is 
usually the order, and I am credibly in­ 
formed th at if these people get a little fat 
bacon two or three times a week they con­ 
sider they are living on the fat of the land.

A short time 
since you placed in my hands a fossil 
which was found in making an excavation 
near the Lake House, w ith the request 
th at I ehould determ ine its character. 
Owing to pressing engagements I had 
altogether neglected the specimen until 
the present moment. 
In his note the dis­ 
coverer, H . P. Cornelius, states th at the 
specimen was found abont five feet from 
the snrface of the earth, and beneath the 
bedrock, as it is called. 
Owing to the 
action of the atm osphere the specimen has 
crumbled and fallen in pieces, yet by care­ 
fully reuniting the fragm ents the form ami 
characteristics of the molar of the horse 
are clearly made out. 
The discoverer states th a t the tooth was 
imbedded in eand or loam, and no mentiou 
is made of other remains having been 
found in company with it. 
Tne locality 
named has furnished m any epecimens of 
interest to science. 
About tw enty yea-e 
ago a farmer, a resident of the vicinity, 
' unearthed, while digging a well, some 
remains of teeth which I then identified as 
belonging to the m aitodon, although they, 
lin.e the specimen above mentioned, crum ­ 
bled into tragm snta upon exposure. 
Upon 
visiting the spot where these mastodon 
teeth were found, I made a note of a few 
f A cts, which I have preserved. 
They were 
imbedded in loam, at a depth of three or 
four {inches; above the loam rested tbe 
cement (bedrock), this being two and one- 
half feet iu thieknEss, w ith between two 
and three feet of soil above all. 
A care­ 
ful exam ination of the different strata 
failed to bring to light any trace of shells 
or other remains, either of marine or cf 
fresh water origin. 
Judging from the re­ 
mains of land animals which have been 
found in the slight excavations which have 
so far been made, we may safely conclude 
th at such remains exist in vast quantities 
beneath 
this layer of 
cement. 
There 
is a 
moral 
certainty 
th at 
at a 
re­ 
mote 
period 
the 
territory 
between 
the 
American 
and 
Cosnmnes 
rivers 
was 
a 
fertile 
plain, 
upon 
which 
a 
great variety of animals found sustenance. 
The horse m ust have been found in great 
numbers, as well as the mastodon, and 
their appearance associated together indi­ 
cates the coexistence of many other spe­ 
cies. 
The extinction of these herds of 
animals was, it is more than probable, ow­ 
ing to some cataclysm which not only de­ 
stroyed but also bnried them beneath the 
material of wbich the bedrock is formed. 
This bedrock, so called, is a ferruginous 
cement formed of 6and, or sand aud gravel, 
and iron, aud it appears to be present 
wherever excavations have been made in 
all the Bfftce south of the Am ericas. 
W hile it is generally covered w ith a eon- 
siderable depth of soil, it occasionally ap­ 
pears upon the snrface in th e roadway be­ 
tween Sacramento and the Lake House. 
W hen we come to esnsider the agencies by 
wbich the m aterials of which the cement 
is formed was spread ont so evenly upon 
the snrface, we find onrselves surrounded 
by difficulties. 
Is it the result of a ma­ 
rine submergence ? 
The absence of fossils 
in this cement strata, it would appear, is 
proof sufficient th at this could not be the 
case. 
W as it produced by slickens brought 
down from the mountain?, the result of 
nature’s hydraulic works? 
The w ant of 
homogeneity of the m aterial of which it is 
composed is proof, it would appear, unan­ 
swerable in the negative. 
M ay it not have 
been the result of volcanic action, 
by 
wbich the m aterial in a plastic condition 
was spread out over the surface ? 
In determ ining the era when this cata­ 
clysm occurred—in fixing the exact period 
when this great rusty pall settled down 
over the land and hid aw ay from sight the 
flower and fauna of an old world, we have 
but Blight data by which to be governed'; 
yet there is every reason for believing th at 
it antedates the present river system of 
California ; or should it be proven to be of 
volcanic origiD, it is likely to have been 
deposited at the tim e when by such agen­ 
cies the old river channels were obliterated 
or the contour of the Sierra3 essentially 
changed. 
I t is to be hoped th at for the future 
great care may be exercised in preserving 
the remains, which may be found in this 
locality. 
I t is especially desirable th at 
any trace ef the existence cf man, such as 
m ortals, flint implements or flint chips, 
may be preserved. 
Should such traces be 
brought to light in the locality named they 
will indicate th at the animals to which the 
fossils belonged were contem porary w ith 
th at of the Nevada man. 
Such remains 
would prove to be of exceptional value at 
the present moment, when attention is be­ 
ing specially directed tow ard the Pacific 
coast as being the spot w heie evidences of 
m an’s antiquity are m ost certain to be 
found.

ELEPHANTINE 
CUNNING, 


The following story of elephantine cun­ 
ning is told in Popular Science Monthly 
for May : The highest mental faculties are 
more developed iu the elephant than in 
any other animal, except the dog and 
the monkey. 
The general facts that ele­ 
phants are habitually employed in parts of 
India for storing timber, building, etc., 
shows a high level of docile intelligence. 
But perhaps in no labor in which they are 
employed do they display a more wonder­ 
ful sagacity than in helping to catch wild 
elephants. 
A herd of wild elephants is 
driven into a corral, and two tame ones 
are ridden in among them. 
Two decojs 
will crowd up on either side of a wild one, 
and protect the nooser until a rope is fas­ 
tened round the wild elephant’s leg, when 
the tame one, to whose collar the other 
end of the rope is fastened, will drag the 
captive out, and wind the rope round a 
trze, while the other decoy prevents any 
interference from the herd, and pushes the 
captive toward the tree, thus enabling the 
first one to take in the slack of the rope. 
Tbe conduct of the tame ones during all 
these proceedings is truly wonderful. They 
display the most perfect conception of 
every movement, both of the object to be 
attained and of toe means to accomplish 
it. 
On one occasion, in tying np a large 
c.cphant, he contrived, before be coaid be 
hauled close np to the tree, to walk once or 
twice around it, carrying the rope with 
him ; the decoy, perceiving the advantage 
he had thns gained over the nooser, walked 
up of her own accord and pushed him 
backward with her bead till she made him 
unwind himstlf again; upon which tha 
rope was hauled tight and made fast. One 
coaid almost fancy th/re was a display of 
dry humor in tbe manner in whieh the 
decoys thns play with the fears of the wild 
herd, and make light of their efforts at re­ 
sistance. When reluctant they shove them 
forward ; when violent they drive them 
back ; when the wild ones throw them­ 
selves down, tbe tame ones butt them 
with head and aboulders and force them np 
again : and, when it ia necessary to keep 
them down, they kneel upon them and pre­ 
vent them from rising till the ropes are se­ 
cured. A remarkable degree of cunning was 
displayed by sn elephant who was chained 
to a tree, and whose driver hsd made an 
oven at a short distance in which to put 
some rice cakes to bake. The man covered 
his cakes with stone and grass and went 
sway. 
When hs was gone the elephant 
with bis trunk unfastened the chain round 
his foot, went to the oven and uncovered 
it, took out the cakes, recovered the oven 
with the atone and grass'as before, and 
went back to his place.

A. LEGEND OF THE COLUMBIA 


i V r the Recoup-Vmos by Adair WYlcker ] 
V. u< u the littie town of Astoria, which 
lies bLneith the hills on the left shore of 
the ( ’.ilumina, wa3 in its infancy, it was 
even more picture.qne than it is at the 
present day. It was situated on a rising 
ground, and .¡lose to the waters’ edge. The 
tall Mr », hemlocks and spruce trees that 
surrounded the village protected it from 
the tempesta of winter. 
Seven miles 
across the blue waters of the Columbia 
were to be seen the tree-capped hills of 
what is now the W ashington Territory 
shore. 
Tne part oí tnis little town which was 
formerly called by its eight or ten inhabi­ 
tants the “ Lower Town," was originally a 
trading post of the Hudson Bay Ccmpany, 
and r a tirst known by the name of Fort 
(leorge. Hero, thousands of miles from 
the civili/.ed world, with the silence of a 
vast forest to the right of them and be­ 
hind them ; the silence and deeper soli­ 
tude i a mighty ocean to the left; with 
the silence o f a grand river in front of 
them ; here, all alone, lived a few waifs 
from the great living world. 
As may be well imagined, these beings 
who had wandered far away to this w est­ 
ern world belonged to a class who might 
be said to consist of the cariosities of hu­ 
manity. Trappers, men who had escaped 
from justice, men irnbittered by the strange 
chances and tnisfurtunes of life—such men 
formed this community. 
Amongst the 
last class was a curious old lawyer ; a man 
possessed of profound ability. He had 
been brunght up at the funs of London. 
Ho had striven for many years in that 
great city, feeling, knowing his ability. In 
Ins attempt to obtain a foot-hold he had 
battled against poverty and misfortune, 
and hai felt the pangs of that hope de­ 
ferred which makes the heart sick ; but 
the rushing stream of misfortune was too 
powerful for him with its terrible tide, 
and he lost his hold upon the world. He 
sought tiie peace and solitude of the great 
forest. 
This last gentleman was the oracle of the 
little tow n, and many a lecture did he give 
to his audience there assembled, as he sat 
before the great stove in the Hudson’s 
l’>»y store, and pulled the gray tobacco 
smoke from his meerschaum pipe in clouds 
above him ; for it w*as around this stove 
that tho whole city assembled whenever it 
rained, which happened at that time, 
nearly every day in the year. Around 
this great stove in the old log-wood store 
this whole city on these numerous occa­ 
sions chewed and smoked tobacco, and told 
hideous yams. 
And all the while the Columbia, with 
the rain ever falling on its smooth surface, 
rolled on in grim silence to the ocean. 
When such a strange event as the ap­ 
pearance of a white sail on the ocean hap 
poned, the quiet little community would 
bo thrown mtu a state of enormous ex­ 
citement. Then would the members of 
this community lay down their tobacco

The little town of Astoria had beeD 
sleeping in tie quiet manner which we 
have described, disturbed only by the cry 
of the panther and the howl of the wolf, 
when a great commotion was caused by the 
report that there was to be an increase in 
tho population. A young clerk was to be 
sent out frotn Kagland. The sale of blank­ 
ets to the Indians had increased of late, 
and the company had come to the conclu­ 
sion that an additional clerk was necessary. 
An old trapper had been seen coming 
around “ Tongue Point” in a cance, one 
day. and he had brought the news from 
another station placed by the sim e com­ 
pany far up the Columbia, For many days 
the community smoked more violently as 
they discussed the news around the great 
stove in the old low-roofed store. 
One day a sail was seen beyond “ Sand 
Island,” aud at about 4 o’clock in the af­ 
ternoon the ship anchored in front of the 
town, and the new clerk was rowed ashore. 
It was not long before the town became 
aware of the fact that this gentleman had 
been married to a lovely English girl the 
day before be left E-.gland. He had left 
his young wife in England, and had come 
to this far laai to work for the company 
for a few years until he had saved money 
enough to go home and live with his write 
in ease 
It was a hard trial to him, and a 
hard trial to his young wife : bnt poverty 
was his master.

turn, bnt this had already beeD delayed, 
and both was too deeply in love to reason.

This 
was the “ Silvia de Gras,” aud she had a 
majestic appearance as she moved with 
all sails set onward up the Columbia. 
Every spy-glam in the city was levelled 
at the vessel as she gl.ded onward. A lady 
0:1 the poop-d- ;k was waving a handker­ 
chief, and a spy-glaes showed to the young 
clerk that trris was tiie wife that he had 
left in old England. The day had been a 
bright one, and the sun was siaking at the 
mouth of the river through a heaven of 
golden clouds. 
The young husband got into the life-boat 
with four companions and rowtd up the 
river after the vessel. The sun sank, 
and the clouds of gold in the west took a 
crimson hue. 
It was suddenly noticed that the vessel 
had stopped. She hid struck upon a hid­ 
den rock. The vessel remained in the same 
position without moving. The boat reached 
her, and the youog husband seized upon a 
rope that was hanging from the bow of 
the vessel in order to keep the boat in po­ 
sition.

oi death ! 
Tne pretty eyes, biue a3 the blue light of 
heaven, had lost their look of weariness, 
and their look of sorrow forever. There 
was no more suffering, no more pain for 
her—she was dead. 
The next morning the body of the young 
husband drifted upon the beach. 
reparations were made for the funeral. 
Two canoes were placed side by side, and 
boards were placed between, forming a 
platform.

The carpenters of the 
packet ship made two pine coffins. The 
remains of the young people were placed 
on these, and they rested side by side 
above tne platforms on the canoes. This 
was taken in tow by the life-boat, and the 
inhabitants took canoes, and the ship’s 
company their boats, and this little com- 
piny rowed slowly and silently around 
“ Sm ith’s Point’’ and up Young’s river. A 
number of Indians in tiietr canoes followed 
grimly and silently in the rear. 
Near a narrow gorge in this river, be­ 
neath the shadow of tail fir trees was 
found a little green spot, and here a gTave 
was dug. The oldest man in the commu­ 
nity read the burial service, and the unfor­ 
tunate young pair were lowered to their 
eternal resting place. 
The hull of toe old Silvia de Gras with­ 
stood the shock of the wind and the weath­ 
er for many years. It is said that people 
sai.iug by the old ship at midnight in their 
boats, have heard the despairing cry of 
the young girl, and on moonlight nights 
the sailors have been seen pulling at the 
rope* of the vessel. But these mysterious 
visitors are to be seen no more, for the co­ 
ble vcseel has at length given up the bat­ 
tle with time. A few years ago the last 
remnant of the “ Silvia de Gras ' was car­ 
ried away by the dark, rushing tide of the 
river.

Costly satin fabrics, brocaded with clus­ 
ters of walnuts, are imported. 
G'zyt sleeves and bustles are in vogue in 
Paris, but arc not as yet popular in Amer­ 
ica. 
The stalks of flowers must be as visible 
in all liower garniture as the fiuwers and 
leaves. 
Siik gloves in the popular Jersey shade 
will be worn during the summer, and are 
embroidered along the hand and across tne 
back of tbe arms. 
Black brocaded grenadine with large vel­ 
vet flowers makes a graceful basque and 
draperies for plain grenadine skirts that 
have lace flouuce-s. 
London girls of the highest social posi­ 
tion are making it fashionable to take 
lessons in dressmaking. Tnis is a move in 
tne right direc’ion. 
I fitted and tambour muslins, worn over 
color, with yards of lace and riiibons for 
trimming, are among the prettieBt of 
toilets for the Bea-side. 
Gold basket-straw bonnets, trimmed 
with liama-colortd lace and lancy silver 
straws and velvet intermingled, are the 
newest fancies in French millinery. 
Parisian modistes havo the vegetable and 
fruit fever again. Clusters of string-beans 
with their blossoms, bunches of dried 
almonds and raisins, tomatoes, small beets, 
radishes, etc., are trimmed on bonnets. 
The Chinese and Japanese styles of 
head dress are in high vogue among ultra­ 
fashionable women, and the stars and 
heads of the pins they used to thrust 
through the top knots are *ften studded 
with diamonds, rubies and pearls of rare 
value. 
The styles at present are suitable for a ll; 
whoever has a good figure can display it, 
whoever has not may wear a fuller crown ; 
whoever has a well-formed head and pretty 
young face may wear a tittles ringless bon­ 
net ; whoever has fallen chetks and wrin­ 
kled jaws, a large head or scanty locks, 
may wear a close capote, or big poke tied 
down under the chin. 
A glance at a throng of ladies at any 
fashionable evening party, says the fashion 
writer in the New York Evening Post, will 
show how very largely rich colored jackets 
are still worn over skirts of lace, tulle, 
veiling and other light fabrics. The skirts 
are invariably short when worn with these 
jackets, and are also very bouffant. The 
most approved shape for the spencer is 
that known as the Newmarket, but unlike 
the Newmarket proper, it is cut with elbow 
sleeves, and usually fashioned heart-shape 
in the neck. Embossed velvet, plain Lyons 
velvet, heavy satin brocade, or rich Ori­ 
ental embossed materials are all appropri­ 
ate, A handsome imported toilet of this 
kind has a short skirt made of white lace 
over primrose faille. Four flounces of the 
lace completely cover the skirt, aud above 
this are draped Cleopatra panniers of bro­ 
caded net, edged with a deep lace ruflls, 
headed by a wide band of white marabout. 
To be worn over this skirt is a Newmarket 
of magnificent brocade, with ground of 
primrose satin, on which are raised velvet 
roses of a pale pink hue, and of natural 
sizi. The tlbow sleeves and square open­ 
ing in the neck are adorned witn ruffles of 
Lee matching those upon tbe skirt, and at 
the left side cf the opening of the corsage 
is set a large bouquet of blush roses and 
daffodils. 
The Household. 
Iron rust may be removed from delicate 
garments, upon which you dare not try 
oxalic acid, by mixing the juice of a lemon 
with some salt; put this over the rusted 
spots and then hold over the spout of a 
steaming tea-kettle. Tnis ¡9 almost always 
effectual. 
A delicious Balad is made by boiling new 
beets without scraping them. IVhcn they 
are tender, drop them in cold water, re­ 
move the skin, slice them, and put in a 
salad dish in layers, with slices of hard 
boiled eggs ; season with pepper and sal'., 
a little butter aud vinegar. 
Graham biscuits arc healthful aud also 
very nice if eaten while frcbh and warm. 
To one pint of mi’k allow half a cup of 
melted butter, half a cup of sugar and two 
eggs ; add enough ffour to make a stiff bat­ 
ter ; do not attempt to knead them, but 
drop from a spoon into hot muffin-tins. 
If the paper which is pnt over jelly aDd 
jam is wet in the white of an egg, it will, 
when dry, be tight and firm, and keep the 
fruit from molding with much more cer­ 
tainty than if it is dipped in alcohol or 
brandy. The paper which is laid next the 
fruit is meant, not that which is tied cr 
pasted over the glass. 
A noted caterer tells this story : If green 
peas are shelled and then are put in dry, 
open-mouthed bottle, and are shaken to­ 
gether so as to occupy as little space a? pos­ 
sible, then are corked tightly and sealed, 
they will keep three or four months. They 
must, however, he buried in dry earth in 
the cellar. This is certainly worth trjing. 
There is no plant more pleasing to the 
eye in the garden tiian a bell pepper-plant, 
and two or three of these will yield enough 
cf the green peppers to make a nice littie 
jar of pickles. Tne filling, if made exactly 
as you make chopped pickles, is excellent. 
A few seeds dropped in the ffot-bsd, or a 
few plants purchased, wilt well repay for 
the trouble. 
A cheap dessert is made by boiling two 
large spoonfuls of sago in nearly a quart of 
water : add, w hen boiling, the peel of one 
lemon, put in a little muslin bag, and a 
iittle grated nutmeg ; before taking from 
the tire remove the mnslin bag; then add 
three eggs aud a little salt; put in a 
pudding dish, and let it bake for half an 
hour ; serve with sanee, or with sugar and 
creatn. 
Cornstarch blanc mange may be varied 
almost indefinitely by adding fruit to it. 
Stir the fruit in after the pudding is cooked 
and is just ready to be poured in the 
mould*. It is delicious aico with chocolate 
in ; where yon use four table-spoonsful of 
cornstarch, use two of chocolate ; pour in 
teacups which you have first wet with cold 
water. A nice sauce for this is made by 
beating one egg and adding milk and sugar 
to your taste ; a very little vanilla improves 
it, and still does not disguise the chocolate 
fiavor. 
Here is something for the young mother 
who must tend baby and sew : Make a 
large square pillow, and for this hens’ 
feathers will answer if the feathers of the 
goose are too expensive ; cover it with 
bright-colored calico or bits of cretonne ; 
when completed lay it on the floor and put 
baby on it on bis stomach. He will amuse 
himself in many ways, and oiten learns his 
first lesson in creeping here. He will lie 
and pull or kick at the flowers on the car­ 
pet, and will kick and roll and gain 
strength in his limbs; and an occasional 
accident, caused by his getting too near 
the edge, w ll not affright a baby who has 
proper spirit and determination.

THE REIGN CF VICTORIA. 


It isaexin rumored tha'.Queen Victoria,of 
Ragland, will eoou establish the Prince 
! W iles as Regent. There is some 
reason for its probability this time. That 
the event is not far distant may be accepted 
as a certainty. She is in a low Btate of 
health, her mind is enfeebled by long 
m uruiu^ and her life in a cell. The cares 
of royalty weigh heavily upon her, and 
she may well desire to be rid of them. 
Tne wheels of the English Government 
roll on without much concern for the Queen, 
and practically she is a ruler in came only, 
though aside from the abandonment of the 
crown lands for a civil list, there has been 
no actual confession of release of the r-.yal 
prerogatives, though most of those affect­ 
ing legislation have not been asserted for 
many years. Still the burden and ceremo­ 
nial of royal state are not small, even 
though the legislative body and l’rirne Min­ 
ister aro.the real rulers. If, then, the Queen 
shall soon retire, it will occasion no surprise 
and not involve great political revolution. 
V -toril Alejandrina, Queen of Great Brit­ 
ain and Ireland, and Empress of India, the 
sixth Hanoverian sovereign, was horn May 
24, 1819, and became Queen at the age of 
IS, Jane JO, 1837, and was crowned June 
28, 1838. Her first political affiliation was 
with the Whigs under Melbourne until 
1*11. The period was marked by the Ca­ 
nadian Rebellion, the Anti Corn Law 
I -ague, Chartist agitation, Irish difficul­ 
ties, the Afghan and Chineso wars and her 
marriage to Albert of Sixe-Coburg-Cotha. 
1’eel succeeded Melbourne as Premier, 
holding office until 1S46. during which 
time the foreign relations of the kiugdom 
wore bettered ard the com laws abol­ 
ished. from 1 >10 to 1852 Lord Russell 
was at the head of the Administration, 
which was characterized by the Irish fam­ 
ine, the revolutionary disturbances of 48, 
and the repeal of the navigatijn laws. 
The Conservatives, under Derby, came in 
in T852, and were followed by the Aber­ 
deen Coalition Ministry, which yielded to 
the popular will concerning the conduct or 
the Russian war, and in 1855 was suc­ 
ceeded by the Palmerston Ministry, which 
successfully closed the Russian conflict and 
the Persian and China wars, and bore tbe 
brant of the great rebellion in India. Un­ 
der a popular defeat, Falmerston retired 
in 1S5S, to give place to Derby for about 
one year, and was then reinstated. In 
1358 the Crown absorbed the last pos. 
aes °ions of the East India Company. Be- 
tw 
ISA* and 1S65 the times were 
troublous with great nations, but Victo­ 
ria’s 


forty-two-hour session of Parliament, the 
struggles over the Irieh land bill, and the 
Forster bill for the protection of life and 
property in Ireland, the Irish coercion bill, 
the Bradlaugh case, the trials of the 
Land League leaders and the Pfaccqix 
Park murderers in Dublin, etc. While 
Victoria’s reign has been of the gravest 
consequence to England, she has enjoyed 
the confidence and esteem of her subjects, 
probably to a greater extent than any other 
female sovereign. Her virtues have em­ 
bellished a singularly stainless career ; her 
broad sympathies, her gentle womanly dis­ 
position, her affection for her family, her 
regard for her subjects, have endeared her 
to her people, and she has reigned with 
the most amiable submission to the voice 
of the realm. Victoria in 1807 had com­ 
piled by Lieutenant Gray a work entitled 
“ The Early- Days of His Royal Highness 
the Prince Consort. ” 
In 186S she sent 
cut, with tbe aid of Sir Arthur Helps, a 
book entitled “ Leaves from the Journal 
of Our Life in the Highlands,” and in 
1874, “ Life of the Prince Consort,” pre­ 
pared by her direction by Theodore Mar­ 
tin. One of the acts for which women 
especially will always bear Victoria kindly 
in memory was her order that her wedding 
dress, costing £1,000, should be made of 
Honiton lace. This she did because of her 
desire to improve the condition of the lace 
workers of Devonshire, and thereafter 
Honiton lace was in great demand, and con­ 
tinued fashionable and expensive. Under 
the reign of Victoria, England has made its 
greatest advancement in material indus­ 
tries, liberality of sentiment, tolerance of 
expression, and generally in all that goes 
to exalt and purify a nation and advance it 
toward the highest possibilities of civiliza­ 
tion. Since the death of the Prince Consort 
an 1 her mother in 1S61, a he has practically re­ 
tired from public life and mourned her 
losses. In 1870 Bbe assumed the title of 
Empress of India under an Act of Parlia­ 
ment dictated by Disraeli. 
Albert Ei- 
ward, who certainly at no distant day will 
succeed as Edward VII., was born in 1S41, 
and married Alexandra of Denmark in 
1803, From the disfavor which the loose 
conduct of bis youth and his unwarrant­ 
able extravagances engendered, he has 
grown to a gravar state and is more re­ 
spected among the people than formerly, 
thouch his habit3 at this time are not, if 
tbe scandal of the day is to be believed, 
such as fathers would advise their sons to 
imitate, since it is alleged ho loves gaming 
and the turf overmucn, and is quite too 
couvival for ordinary incomes. Vet com­ 
pared with most princes Wales has been a 
very moderate spendthrift, and a fairly rep­ 
resentative man, and the worst that is said 
of him does not attach dishonesty to his 
mm.', nor indicate that he is lacking in 
qualities which may make him a good king. 
That Parliament will fiad him les3 yielding 
than the Queen is certain, and that he will 
claim tha freer exercise of the roya! pre­ 
rogatives, and will concern himself more 
with the affairs of state than his mother, is 
without doubt. It is therefore a certain 
conclusion that if he attains to power the 
royal influence will be felt to a greater ex­ 
tent in legislation in England than at any­ 
time daring the Hat fifty years.

why goods are carried between competitive 
points at a lower rate.

The 
Examiner says : “ I f it id only worth so 
much per mile to carry goods to a compet­ 
ing point, it i* ctrlai !y worth no more per 
mile, tin- condition* 6- mg equal, to carry 
them to a non-competing point.” The 
italics are oar-. ; they save the proposition 
from being the most marvelous of curiosi- 
tic3. 
But it may be of interest to the Examiner 
to know chat the Rkcokd-Union is not 
alone in its antagonism to uniformity of 
rates, which means injustice to carrier and 
shipper al'ke, for so eminent an authority 
as Mr. Fink, the rvilrcad expert, con­ 
fessedly competent and ju¡,t, holds (as prob­ 
ably the Examiner does not know), and so 
testified before tbe Congressional Commis­ 
sion, that where a line is built through a 
district which without it would remain 
undeveloped, that district should in justice 
contribute principally to its support. The 
Examiner, however, is authority for pre­ 
cis: ly the opposite rule, for it takes pains 
to say that the districts favored by much 
traffic and natural advantages should be 
taxed in rates to (nab s less favored districts 
to enjoy like privileyf*.

POPULAR INTELLIGENCE AND PARTY 
RULE 
There was presented at the Kentucky 
Republican Conveuiiou by Judge Denny an 
indictment which has thus far met with no 
adequate ana-ver, and which unquestion­ 
ably cannot be euceessfully refuted. As 
an arraignment of Democratic administra­ 
tion it is very significant. The Judge de­ 
clared, and courted denial, that what Ken­ 
tucky needs is more business and lees pol­ 
itics in the management of the affairs of 
State. Tnat statement he might have ap­ 
plied to every Commonwealth in the Union 
—everywhere there is needed less party' 
politics in governmental control and con­ 
duct, and better business management. 
But the Judge proceeded to allege that 
party domination and its results in Ken­ 
tucky have been particularly obnoxious. 
The people of Kentucky, he went on to 
s»y, demand more machinery and imple­ 
ments of agriculture, and fewer pistols and 
shotguns : more immigrants and fewer 
deaths by violence ; improvement in the 
common schools and not an increase of pen­ 
itentiaries. His charge was that the shame­ 
ful and partisan administration of public 
affairs i' 
-ucky is the sole reason the 
State has not kept pace with the moving 
spirit of the time3. Kentucky is behind 
ail other States in much that pertains 
to an elevated citizenship and an advanced 
civilization—in railroads, agriculture, de­ 
velopment of internal resources, and, above 
all, in echools. For instance, the Judge 
points out that while Ktntuoky has a pop­ 
ulation half as great as Illinois or Ohio, 
she has twice as many white citizens who 
can neither read nor write. Illinois gives 
for the support of her schools the sum of 
$10,000 000 annually, and Indians $5,000,­ 
000, but Kentucky appropriates less than 
one. It is cot to be wondered at that the 
people of the State were brought to such a 
sense of shame by their 
illiteracy 
as to demand the holding of the re- 
oent Frankfort Convention to devise 
ways and means to remove the reproach. 
And it is to be noted that there was not a 
journal in the State that did cot encourage 
the Convection and indorse its humiliating 
confession that Kentucky is among the 
commccities at the foot of the class in the 
matter of intelligence. For this there is 
no 
other reason than the character 
of the political control 
of the State. 
It 
is a wealthy State, most happily 
located, 
admirably 
adapted to the 
development of a great trade and the 
growth of a people of the highest order; 
singularly independent and free from com­ 
mercial rivalry, and, in short, in every 
way adapted to the development of 
strength and the cultivation of intelligence. 
No one for a moment would suppose that 
under a Republican administration Ken­ 
tucky could have stood still all these 
years. 
The troth is, the hide-bcund, 


selfish aBd narrow political policy that has 
prevailed there is at the root of the whole 
matter, and has checked natural growth. 
That this is not a mere partisan view is 
proven by the fact that the Democratic 
journals of Kentucky admit all the mate­ 
rial allegations and tbe correctness of the 
statistics recited. The party that has 
permitted popular education to decline to 
the low state it liaB reached in Kentucky, 
cannot divest itself cf responsibility. It 
has not been because Kentucky was unable 
to educate her youth, but because the 
ringmasters of the dominant party in the 
State believe that to raise the standard of 
education was to lessen their power, and in 
that their judgment was correct. But Ken­ 
tucky has been aroused from her lethargy, 
and now let the prophesy be noted : just 
as she advances in intelligence will liberal­ 
ism in politics increase, and the crack of 
the party whip lose its power over voters. 
Progressive tendencies in a people alway3 
indicate a loss of strength and control by 
machine politicians. 
T~B IRISH EXJDUS. 
R Erring to the immigration from Ire­ 
land to Canada and the United States the 
Globe-Democrat asserts that on one ground 
alone it ia for the benefit cf the Irish, be­ 
cause Ireland ia overpopulated. 
This is 
error. 
The area of Ireland is 32 530 
square miles, being nearly equal to that of 
the State of Indiana. Tne population in 
1841 was 8,200,000. By 1ST 1, by reason 
of oppressive laws, alien land-owners and 
the neglect of manufactures, the popula­ 
tion was reduced to 5,402,000, and in 1S81 
it had declined to 5,15!) S49. 
Tbe area of 
Belgium ia 11,373 square miles and the 
population 5,47fi,fiti8. The arable land in 
Bilgium is not superior to that of Ireland, 
and is less than one half in extent. Yet 
the population of Belgium exceeds that of 
Ireland. 
Our contemporary, therefore, 
will rind necessity for looking further for 
the causes of destitution in Ireland. It 
ia not necessary in this place to poiut them 
ont. 
But the Irish exodus continues. It 
has assumed exceeding large proportions, 
and is about equally divided between 
Canada and the United States.

the

part 
comes 
to

United States, and consists of the aged, 
decrepit, sick, and those incapable of sup­ 
porting themselves. Canada is making 
vigorous efforts to command the whole of 
the immigration for the Dominion. So far 
as the L’nited States is concerned, consid­ 
ering the class now comiDg in, the Ca­ 
nadians are welcome to it. As to the benefit 
to the Irish, it is probably true that tbeir 
condition will be bettered by immigrating 
to Canada. It cannot be made worse. 
They leave a milder for a sterner climate ; 
but they leave a cramped position for one 
of freedom, and rich in opportunities for 
whatever ambiticn may animate them. If 
tho Canadian railway scheme is accepted 
and the money needed advanced hy the 
English Government, the Irish immigrants 
will be especially favored, as they will re­ 
ceive free transportation, practically free 
lands, outfits of agricultural tools, machin­ 
ery and stcck, and provisions ample to 
support them nnfil the virgin soil can he 
conquered. This is vastly more than the 
pioneers of the West had in their conquest 
of our prairies. The advantage to the rail­ 
roads in importing many thousand Irish 
laborers to lands along the lines of their 
roads is obvious. It remains to be seen, if 
the scheme is put into operation, whether 
the Irish peasants are equal to embracing 
the opportunities offered them. Evidently 
the Canadians believe they are, for a large 
majority of the people are warmly enconr- 
aging the proposed experiment. In the 
meantime tbe exolus from Ireland con­ 
tinues, the people apparently being glad to 
get away from a country where the out­ 
look is so gloomy, even if they are lauded 
opon a foreign shore in a perfectly helpless 
condition. 
THEY WANT A RAILROAD. 
The people of El D irado county want a 
railroad to connect them with the world 
and bring them near to a market for their 
fine and bountiful products.

BOOK REVIBW. 


Hot PnowstiARia A Novel. By Albion W. Tourgee, 
author of “ A Fool's Errand,” “ Bricks Without 
Straw," etc. New York : Fords, Howard A Hul- 
burt. Sacramento: W. A. A C. S. Houghton. 
Cloth, royal, gvo., pp 600; gl 50. 
This is the latest of Judge Tourgee's series 
of American historical novels. It differs 
from all his previous productions in this, that 
its chapters are interspersed with politico-his­ 
torical essays, showing the growth of the 
an ¡-slavery sentiment and the issces between 
the various national parlies from the adop­ 
tion of the Federal constitution up to the 
outbreak of the great rebellion. Bat, (¡ke all 
his previous woiks.it deals alone with the 
slavery question aneitts incidental surround­ 
ings, Unlike his other novels, however, it 
has no direct relation to the events and scenes 
of the late civil war. Oa tbe contrary, all 
its action ante-dates that outbreak. As a 
romance, we consider it superior to any of 
his previous plots. It deals almost exclu­ 
sively with whites and those of a grade of in­ 
telligence of the better otder. The scene?, 
with but two exceptions, are all laid at the 
North, and mostly in the Empire State. The 
plot involves the growth from infancy to ma 
turity of two lives, the one the daughter of a 
slave-holder, who locates at the North and 
becomes a Southern Abolitionist; the other 
the son of a stern, just Knickerbocker, the 
account of whose gradual transformation 
from Whig to Nvrthi-rn Abolitionist is one of 
the most ar'.'ul efforts in the entire writing. 
The Soutfcernrr, an i fficar ia the United 
States navy, is charged wi.b a trust of the 
most dfclicite and s3cred character, being 
nothing less than the settling up of (lie e ta'.e 
of his devoted ha:f broth: r, a Carolina plant­ 
er, the manutni.ieion and removal of his alavés, 
and the care and education cf his children 
without the knowledge reaching them that 
their mother—as was believed—was an octo­ 
roon. In the attempt to discharge this trust 
faithfully he incurs the distrust of his North­ 
ern neighbors, who aie unaware of his true 
sentiments, and the enmity of the Carolioans, 
who it ok upon him as a traitor to the Soulh. 
The mystery and secresy which enshroud all 
his proceedings in his efforts to discharge his 
duty finally involved tbe question of his own 
orphaned daughter’s legitimacy, and Bhe was 
claimed as the child of the supposed slave 
wife of hia half brother, after her father has 
laid down his life in the attempt to remove 
the slaves secretly from the plantation. He 
left, however, proofs of bis daughter’s parent­ 
age, and to the sturdy Northerner far tier a 
trust securing his child ample means, and in 
the discharge o^ which the farmer is eo suc­ 
cessful as to develop, not only large profits, 
but the resources of a fertile sectior, in the 
midst of which a city rises, and about which 
the most stirring events of the novel take 
place. The bitter anti-slavery spirit devel­ 
oping from the date of the Missouri compro­ 
mise leads the ret der up to an intimate ac­ 
quaintance with the process of crystallization 
of the sentiment that ripened into the birth 
of the Republican party, and culminated in 
the civil war. Perhaps no narrative has 
given so clear and distinct a picture, nor so 
truthful a one, cf that growth and develop­ 
ment as remembered by the middle-aged of 
the present day, but of which the ri-icg gen­ 
eration has so inadequate a conception. \Vre 
are taken into the farm-house of the North 
and hear the slavery question discussed about 
tbe hearthstone; into the town meeting, where 
it is the one issue of haated debate ; into the 
political canvas, where it is inextricably in­ 
volved with c.nstructions of the Constitu­ 
tion and learned essays upon the laws ; into 
the religious circle, where the “ institution,’ 
as a blessing cr a curse, is considered from a 
biblical standpoint. So, too, the re.deris 
introduced to the Southern view cf the ques­ 
tion ; to some of the strange but justifiable 
laws for the protection cf property rights in 
negro slaves—just, when viewed from the 
standpoint of there being a property right in 
humau chattels hy tbe recognition of exist­ 
ing laws ; inhuman when considered in moral 
and humane lights. The one thing which 
conspicuously maiks all the writings cf 
Judge Tourgee is intensity. His aim ia that 
no one sentence shall he weaker than another ; 
no one ecene lesi intense than another. 
Expression, with him, is synonymous with 
vigor; the aim of the use of lan­ 
guage is, with him, iocieiveness. 
This 
leads him into an extravagance, which, 
did he not possess the power to main­ 
tain an ever-increasing interest in the plot 
and to enlist the chivalrous feelings and sym­ 
pathies of his readers, would very soon bring 
his chapters to most pitiful and stale endings. 
For Tourgee brgius on a high key, and is for­ 
ever approaching a climax. His plots move 
constantly upon an arcendirg scale of fever­ 
ish interest. They rever lag, nor do they 
ever descend to a lower plane for a fresh ad­ 
vance into the hot atmosphere of an imagin­ 
ative style that fairly burns with the intensity 
of the author’s convictions, and nevar cools, 
even in the slightest degree. In short, Judge 
Tourgee’s liie3 are at a constant white heat, 
and the only variation ia the effect is that 
made by the scintillation of stinging sparks 
when the blows upon the glowing iron are the 
more vigorcm at cne time than another. 
Throughout all the pages there runs a vein of 
bitterness hardly to be urd-rstood by the 
youth of this day, but entirely comprehensi­ 
ble to tho men and women still liviDg who 
remember the rancor and hate, the divison of 
families and c mmuniti s, the enmities and 
feuds, the heroic sacrifices, the eccial ostra­ 
cism, the cruel persecutions and the martyr­ 
doms of thirty years ago which paid tribute 
on ore side or th9 other to the institution of 
slavery, and separated t. e nation into warring 
factions, turned the hand of brother against 
brother, broke asunder the most sacred of tie?, 
arraye J the “ People of God ” against each 
other, and drenched the fairest land at last 
in the beat blood of its own. 
But there are some passages in the w' rfc, 
few and brief, th t might be taken entirely 
ont of it and s’ and alone—delicate ard grace­ 
ful sketches of the growth of love between 
two young and perfectly-developed lives. 
These are green spots, refreshing halting 
places, wh.re the reader may rest himself in 
the hot excitement of a pas-ionate march 
through scsues of burning vigor glowing with 
the h=at of intensified prejudices and angered 
natural sentiment», outraged by th9 cruelties 
and sorrows and agonies, so grspaicaily de­ 
picted by the author. 
But these chapters, 
frequent and extended, have no relation to 
the plot of the story, which rise superior to 
it. These are the essays of the author npoa 
political thought, action, and men, from tbe 
formation of "the Union np to the hostile 
demonstration in Kansas between the 
“ Border Ruffians ” and the “ Jayhawkers.” 
It may not be said that Judge Tourgee is in­ 
accurate in tbe-e political reviews, for it is 
given to no maD, as yet, to write a history of 
the period upon which all men will place a 
like estimate of its justice. For instance. 
Judge Tourgee’s chapter upon the life and serv­ 
ices of Martin Van Burén will be accepted 
by neither the old Freesoilers »f r tbe old line 
Democrats, whose memories of the period 
are embalmed in the prejudices of the days 
when Vaa Enren, soured and defeated, turned 
from his first political love tj rebuke it by 
leading the forlorn hope of the Freesoil party, 
and ia doing which, by his own personal 
strength he drew from the Democracy of 
New York to his side in a single year no 
leas than one hundred thousand votes. The 
Democracy will ever consider Van Br.ren as 
recreant to a party trust; the old Freesoilers 


will ever believe that by his iuBincerity he 
set back the cause of freedom a decade. Ac­ 
cording to Tourgee, he was at odcb the moet 
far-seeing and most sagacious of our states­ 
men, and the most ambitions and revengeful. 
No political life, he thinks, in all our history, 
shows so few mistakes, nor do our records 
give account of a man so admirably fitted to 
be a great political leader. He was envied 
as few men have been; he was the broadest 
of Democrats, the most exclusive cf aristo­ 
crats ; a man with few friends, but a vast 
populir following ; the Sphinx in our history; 
tbe hidden bond in many piest events. The 
author’s estimate of Webster’s stand upon 
riavery is one that will eeem harsh 
to the admirers of the great expounder 
of the Constitution, hut for which Judge 
Tourgee may present itrorg proof-. But he 
fails to enter into that dreper research of 
Webstei’s character which retell* to many 
students justification f, r his positi n, in the 
patriotic belief that it was the best way ia 
which to conserve the interests of his coun 
tty. B it this point has been too elaborately 
debated, and the subject of too broad and 
thoughtful public consideration, for anything 
new to be said upon it. I', however, enables 
the author nno'er review opp; rtuni v to ex­ 
press in unmistakable tenus his opinion of 
the saort-eit h’.ed¡,ees and lack o" courage of 
Webster, who, convinced of the iniquity of 
slavery, still lent his great ¡ifl iiLCe to its 
perpetuation : 
The Puritan-dfscenileii expounder of ttie Cunsti 
tutiou had given the weight of bis corrupted iuteL 
tect anti surrendered his debauched conscience to 
the slait* powc-r. By his a:d the Samson of ir-e* 
thought had been securely bound The Constitu­ 
tion uas supreme. 81a.e y was paramount. 
Such is the bitter judgment of Tourgee. 
His accounts . f the political factions of the 
early eiajs e.f h> republic, of the ope rath ns 
of the fugitive aiavelaw, tho straggle in Kan­ 
sas, th8 cressde of .John Brown, the work of 
fue “ underground railroad,” the advance of 
public sen'intent with the m Aerial develop 
tneni of the country, the niptration of pat­ 
ties, the slavery issues an! the constructions 
of the laws necessitated thereby—will ail be 
accepted as -ub tantislly couec. in the out­ 
line, however bitterly stated in detail. N r 
wiil Southerners of tha old time accuse 
Judge X. urgee of misrepresenting thcircodes 
or views. Oa the c :ntrary, he appears to be 
exceedingly careful to present them fairly, 
and not infrequently justifi-s them from the 
Southern standpoint. “ Hot Plowshare.,” may 
be considered a material a d valuable contri­ 
bution to the p ilitico-historicai records of the 
diy. While it cannot take rank as history, 
it will he the means of ii viticg the young 
people i f this day to a proper readii g of the 
best records of the politics of tho middle era 
of the century, wLich we may appropriately 
term the formative psriod, ia which the 
strength of the American Union was tested 
in the furnace of the most stirring events 
the nation has ever known, and the results cf 
which shaped our oestinies aud prefigured 
our future.

Graduating Exercises Last Evening of the 
Class of 1SS3— interesting Address by 
the State Superintendent of Public In­ 
struction. 
Stockton, June 2? I.—The commencement 
exercises of the High Schod of this city took 
place this evening at the Avon Theater. 
There was a large and brilliant attendance i f 
the leading citizens of the place, and the oc­ 
casion was oLe of inore than ordinary interest. 
A very able aud highly interesting address w 8 
delivered by Hon. W. T. Welcker, Superin­ 
tendent of Public Instruction, and the other 
exercises were euch as to merit the utmost 
appreciation. 
The programme was as follow* : Roeg, "Our 
Country we will ever Love” (Methfessel), by 
the school; invocation ; song, “ The Gc-mau 
Fatherland” (Eichbere), by the school; 
essay, “ We are tho Heirs of Ages,” Agues 
Steiuy ; piano solo, “ Grand W altz” (Ley- 
buch), Hattie Bisck ; song, “ The Shepherd’s 
Hymn of Praise ” (Kreulze.-), hy the school; 
oration, " Argonauts, Ancient ai.d Modern,” 
C. Willis Norton ; ¡soprano solo, "Happy as 
a Bird” (Pinsut,), Flora Harelson ; double 
quartet, " Evening Song” (Kuhlan), by 
members ot the graduating class; ess .y, 
“ The R-’al and the Ideal,” Locv Baldwin; 
sing, “ Ye Saepherds, tell m e” (M zzinghi), 
by the school; oration, “ Individual Re­ 
sponsibility,” .!. Milton K le ; awarding of 
diplomas, cy Dr. 8. P. Crawford. 
At ttie c nclusion of awarding the di 
plomas, and the singing of a class song, Rtaie 
Ruperintendeut Wtlck r delivered toe ad 
dres, the central thought of which tv as the 
era of peac , and its attendant accumulation 
of wsalth which the Stale and the country 
are likely to er joy for a long tiros in the 
future, and the ii tiuence of this wealth upon 
socie'.y, of which they wsro soon to bec-.c.e 
active aud respon-ible members. Iu consider­ 
ing this subject, after a pleasant introduction 
directej to the graduates, the toil .wing are 
the salient pointB of the more general feat­ 
ures of the oddresB : 
There is every probability that prolonged 
pence will prevail in your any. Ana what will he 
the effect ot that? Is it certain that it will be only 
good continually? We pray for peace : we naturally 
desire it, and yet are we quite sure that peace has 
always (roved better for cations and people than 
war? What constitutes the welfare of a people? Is 
it the possession of an abundance of riches? A 
people is an aggregation of individuals; and it is 
fair to suplióse that the welfare of the aggregation 
will be the aggregate welfare of the individual. 
Let us inquire, then, if the possession of an abund­ 
ance of riches conduces to the happiness aud tl ue 
welfare of individuals Short as has been yourop- 
poriunity for observation. I am cor li lent tl at a 
little memory and a iitlle reflection wiil make you 
say " no!” 
Now prolonged peace in America, and above ail 
in California, cannot fail to bring aboiu the rapid 
aud almost indffini.e acquisition of wealth, i uo 
not say th it it will t>e generally distributed. Were 
that so, the wealth of individuals could net be ex­ 
cessive, and the attendant evils would not cneue. 
But t :e accumulation must necessarily he CBormour, 
when the whole time, talents and energy s of the 
whole people, in such a country as this, arc given to 
its production. Question history as to wtiat has 
been the cff ¿ct of prolonged peace, or that suite of 
society wlie-e tiie ina-s cf the p "pie only 
remotely 
felt the tff eta of 
war, 
when 
tbe wars were 
external and t - a place 
on the frontiers. 
The Persians while rising 
into power wvre a military people engaged in per­ 
petual contests. They were a hardy r.ce, brave, 
-imple in their lives, chan and pure in their morals, 
fond of Justi .c and lull of lofty and ger.tr ms sent,- 
li.en.s. Whin they had become a gr.-at and over­ 
shadowing p.wtr, had overcome the Babylonian 
Empire and taken possession of the riche*, they 
sank into the arms of laxurv, and steadily degraded 
in chante cr. si ally, in the midst of every kind of 
viliany, they were murdering each other and per 
petra ing unheard-of crimes and horrors. 
While the Greeks were yet poor ani engaged in 
perpetual wars with tbeir neighbors and among 
themselves, they developed theii h-gh characters 
and laid the foundations of, and perfected their 
claims to, their imperishable fame, and to .the ad­ 
miration of ail succeeding generations. 
When 
under Alexander and his successors they hid con­ 
quered tne known world, they seized upon un­ 
bounded wealth and, in its engagement, speedily 
sank into characters as vile as those of any of tbe 
nations w horn tney bed tr-rdden down and c?e-],oiled. 
From Romuhrs to Julius Caesar, ftomc was in a 
perpetuil state of war, and during the greater 
portion of That time The p.cple were free, poor, 
virtuous and pissaVy happy. 
When Borne became the great conquerors of na­ 
tions, wr.en the fires of the strife were no longer 
visible from the Capitol, and 'he shrieks and din of 
the corff ct no lenger reverberated along the shores 
of the Tiber, and the riches of a despoiled world 
were incessantly pouring into her lap, she became, 
amid shameful" luxury, the concentration of crime 
and horror, and atterwards fell into deserved 
misery. 
but it is not necessary to draw upon the store, 
house of histv.ry for more instances of this kind. It 
is plethor.c with such, and m fact it is pretty much 
the same story with a'l the nations which 
have p'ayed a distinguished port on the stage 
of the worm's theater. First, in the earlier -tagos, 
amid poverty and simplicity of manners, straggles 
against the forces of nature, cómate, wild beasts 
and wild m n, struggles of men endowed with most 
of the virtues of their time and condition ; courage, 
tenertsi’j, aversion to restraint, fondness for per­ 
sonal iiherty, uti to conquest and weaiOh. Then 
comes s! th, luxury,-B ¡uinacy, contempt of the 
g eat trail* of mankind as being vulgar or barbar­ 
ous *. skepticism as hi whatever they know ot reli­ 
gión ; ui.oounded sell indulge: ce, cowardice, cru­ 
elty, meanness, decay are! national death. 
When we ascend into the era of Christian history 
we observe the same principle at work, bat some­ 
what modified. And that modifLwiion was the re­ 
sult of the peculiority of the Christian religion 
Tbe civilization of Christianity diff.rs from all 
ether civilizations, andd.ff rs only In those particu­ 
lars which a e the result of the Christian religion. 
All other religions are and hare been ritualistic, or 
troinij rsAgiorts of forms, or else dv r.-'nr super-ti- 
tior*. where the fcnman mii.d has beer, subjtcted to 
an uureasordng, blind, fatalistic dependence on 'be 
vi,la of tho gods—wills without concert and fre- 
qnent’y anta/.-mslic t . each other, always cipricinua 
and open malevolent 1 Much religions could nsve 
no steady and conserving inflnenoe vp r, the con- 
auclo! men and fcaOo* they coulu do, and did, 


nothing to arrest or modify ttie operations of tbff 
natural laws of the moral world. Hence as the 
peoples were in succes.ion subjected to the same 
influences they ran through the same course. But 
the religion of Jesus Christ is a religion if principia 
and a religion for the individual. While it is emi­ 
nently a religion suitable for all men, everywhere and 
in all times, it is specially ihe religion of each man ; 
it individualizes From luch a religion we should 
natural y expect conservative influences, the muii- 
fication cf the conduct of maa and of masses, and 
resistance to the demoralisation such as has been 
spoken of. History and observation show that suvh 
expectations have not l> en disappointed. And jnst 
in proportion ag the religi n of Christ his been 
pure, just in proport.ou as it has approached the 
lofty, hut simple, pure and lovely standard set op 
hy its Founder, have there been seen differtneee 
between the Christian and all other civilizations 
I speak not of the religion of Moses, the forerun­ 
ner of tnat ef Christ, aud not inconsistent with it, 
because of its prevalence in a very limited area, 
which did net permit it to be a dominant inffuerce 
in any of the great civilizations, suvh as the Egyp­ 
tian, Hindoo, Grecian, K man, Christian, Moham­ 
medan, etc 
The s[a,.k: r then alluded to the great accumula­ 
tion of weal'h which would naturally and surely 
flow- from continued peace, and that these aecurnu- 
fstior.s would btc me centered in the lianas, ot a 
comparatively few, with a tendeocy to continued 
increase to these few, and a decrease with all others. 
With these Increased accumulations the puntie 
standard of moral worth of the individual will be­ 
come more aud more transferred from the true 
qualities which alone constitute manhood and dig­ 
nified, elevated citizenship, to the mire qutsirou < f 
measurement by “ What is hi w rth ? Is sh- rich ?” 
Human nature yearns for distinction, and thus 
wealth, ini-a-v-i and deified, becomes the fruitful 
source for our great future concern, an . the almighty 
dollar the ooiy rul- of distinct!-n. Coder such 
conditions genius, learning, character, lirtuc or 
sen igi s to the country go t-ir nothing, and the false 
eminence of the possessor of rich.s is placed st- I 
highe-by tho precedence and ui.tru- st indard ac­ 
ia riled them by those who have less or the world's 
bounty, and these who are poor. 
True, in our land, and under our Democratic in­ 
st ilui ions, there are noca: tes nor social distinctions; 
that is to say, our aws do not know ary such. But 
the bun an heart is naturally always the same; 
nothing hut the grace of God ever changes th at; 
and pride and arrogance do grow there without 
planting. There are, however, thank God, many 
noble exceptions to ibis pcture; many who have 
become possessors ef large fortunes, whose heads 
have not been turned by tbeir wta th, and who 
make generous use of th- i- monei. But the rule is 
the other way. Thu remedy is wi.li ti-fc |H-oplc who 
are sovereign, and in the laws which they make. 
These should he so framed -s t > or* tevt a 1 alike, to 
give t - all equal enjoyment hvi.-r * the law, a«<l to 
ex.u" from taoh and t v. -y one his equal share-, pro- 
portiontd to bis properly or wealth, towards the 
sup- ort "f these rights and ti e Govtrnmr nt. 
Now, my young men s, these are matters for 
your const deration. Bender them dc e \ in your 
marts and let the fiuit be foiunl in future ae-t’on.

Everv woman in pro-orü n to li.-r . ir-l.lv vir­ 
tues. her wisdo-' and her eani-.elness, is repre­ 
sented a’ the ballet box.

Strive i en in the future tha o-:r la-vs, and 
where needful our institutions, snail he so modified 
as to correct and prevent the evils of which i have 
spoken. 
We would rot wish to m kc any

rights; we wou d 
neither counsel nor count-nance anything which 
would even look like communism. Great as are the 
evils to individuals and to societv at large from lux­ 
ury aud wealth, and especially of too great accumu­ 
lation of wea'th in the bauds of a few. they are 
much less than would be brought upon n- lo , I 
ing f ?r a mnmeut to the ravings of r- cklcsS fanatics 
and ignorant anarchists. 
But of this I have no great fear. The sound sense 
of the American people, who m e e their own insti­ 
tutions and iavvs, and who csn make them good or 
had as they choose (and are therefore under a high 
responsibi ity), is so ere t that we neid be under no 
appreheneb-ns from the teachings of cutthroats who 
were unluckdy not hanged before they left Europe. 
The speaker closed with a few remarks of 
advice and good speel to the graduates. The 
address, of which the fort g- icg is only an 
outline, was listened to with cloeest attention 
throughout, and was fr queutiy interrupted 
with applause.

Iu conclusion, if 
the hair becomes altered in texture, or falls 
out gradually or suddenly, or changes in 
color, a disease of the hair, cither locally 
or generally, has »et in, and the hair, and 
pernaps the constitution, now need?, as it 
any other disease, the constant Care of 
the physician.—[Medical and Suigical Re­ 
porter.

The Commissioner of the Montana In­

Hia reputation for truth, honesty 
and integrity, by contradictory evidence, had 
been shown by the defense to be bad.

claimed they bad a rignfc to support his testi­ 
mony by proving hi-? character by tfco<e who 
know him best. 
H is character should be 
presented iu support of bis swnrn testimony. 
Curtis rt-uiied that tfce character < f Rafffllv 
hid not been assailed by the defense.

THE MAK3LE WlJUW. 
Alone in her marble palace lives the 
widow oí A. T. Stewart. His remains, 
which are supposed to be resting beneath 
the magnificent mausoleum of Girden 
City, are scarcely more eecladed than is 
the personality of Mrs. Stewart. 
The greater portion of the Stewart man­ 
sion is closed, dust gathers upon its paint, 
ing and furniture, its bliada of white and 
gold shut out the exterior view, and save 
a amai! suite of rooms on the western cor­ 
ner toe mansion is practically deserted. 
There is something touching iu her splen­ 
did isolation within call of the faahion, 
oar i*, elegance and bustling activity of a 
restless social world. 
A lady with silvery gray hair, whoBe 
features are still clearly cut and bear the 
evidence of refinement, is Mrs. Stewart. 
Her eyes are yet nndimnaed. She stoops 
slightly. She is of kindly presence, al­ 
though h r features tear the traces of 
much soli ring, and a habitual sternness of 
expression settled upon her features wheu 
in repose. Her face, when lit up with the 
interest e- a pas.-iug topic, affords the ob­ 
server a fur idea of what Mrs. Stewart 
was in her prime. With the aid of a silver 
crutch-haunted cane she can get about 
fairly. But there arc times wheu the ser­ 
vices of her personal attendant are much 
in request. 
Mrs. Stewart is a woman of method. 
When able she rises by 10 o’clock and 
breakfasts usually alone. Her tasliB are 
few and modest, anil her rich but simple 
breakfast equipage contains the old-fash­ 
ioned meal of tea, dry toast and some light, 
easily-digeBttd food, as chicken or fish. 
Wines she rarely touches, save toward 
evening, preparatory to retirement, be­ 
tween 9 an j 10 o’clock, when a glass of 
port acts as a gentle stimulant to a night 
of peaceful rtpoae. 
But despite bcr long yeare of mourning, 
life has certain duties to bo performed, and 
a business tact, inherited probably from 
her husband, is still characteristic of Mrs. 
Stewart s domestic habits. 
There are certain pensioners to be looked 
after, accounts of personal expenditures to 
be investigated, letters to be answered, and 
old friends to be received. Besides all 
these, her signature ban to be obtained to 
sundry business formalities that are indis­ 
pensable. All this takes up more time 
than would at first appear. 
One of her favorite pastimes, peculiar to 
many old people, is to iodulge in the lux­ 
ury of having her hair brushed. Her silver 
braids are long aud line, and though iu- 
creasing years may have told upon her 
strength, time has added to, rather thau 
detracted from, the glory ot her hair. 
This opcratiou usualy lasts for an hour or 
more, while her companion—sometimes it 
is a relative—reads from the newspaper or 
from a religious book, as her fancy may in­ 
cline. 
Her moods are various and capricious. 
Kver-cbaagiug fancks are continually oc­ 
curring to her mind. One day she may be 
bright, sanguine aud exceedingly pleasant; 
the next she may be plunged into utter 
despondency, and will refuse comfort from 
her most attached friends. When laboring 
under these morbid n (lections she has been 
known to lie for hours upon her couch ut­ 
terly alone. 
Her husband’s portrait hangs in her bed­ 
room, protected by a small curtain. She 
will look at it for an hour at a time, and 
then a; a in the curtain will remain tightly 
drawn tor days. 
Under some conditions her vitality is 
surprising, and her health, upon the whole, 
is good, considering the mental suffering 
she has undergone. Her palace is watched 
night and day, and to get to see Mrs. Stew­ 
art is one of the impossibilities to those 
who are not included among her warmest 
friends.—[N. Y. Morning Journal. 


IKVITIHG TO NEW HOMES. 


RACE AND COLOR. 
It is now well understood that the canses 
of race co'or are not so simple as Hippo- 
rates thought when he described the no­ 
mad Scythians as burned tawny by the 
cold. But the study of anthropologists is 
still to notice the character which mark off 
the white, yellow, brown and black races, 
and to connect therewith the effects of cli­ 
mate and modo of life. The analogy of 
fair or blonde skin to partial albinism is 
striking, and possibly points to eome simi­ 
larity of cause. A book has even been 
written by Dr. Fotschc to explain thus the 
formation of the white race. The fair 
whites, according to this author, are semi­ 
albinos, who3e anccslors were once a 
browner race in Northern Asia, bnt turned 
fair in the swampy regions of the Dnieper, 
where men ani beasts grow light in color, 
horses gray. the leaves of the trees r>ale, 
and all nature dull and colorless. Such 
imaginative speculation is an example to be 
avoided by anthropologist», and yet the re­ 
semblance of blonde to semi albino skin is 
one which when worked out by careful ob­ 
servation will doubtlcES lead to discovery. 
A yet m re striking case of the morbid ap­ 
pearance of the race character is seen in 
“ bronzed skin,” a symptom of “ Addison’s 
disease. 
Here the resemblance to mu­ 
latto complexion is so marked that in the 
reports of cases it is quite a regular thing 
for the physician to mention that he had 
asked the patient if he was of negro blood. 
Even that well known negro feature, the 
comparatively light tint of palms and soles, 
was there, though tnere was wanting one 
of the points which anthropologists look to 
wbsn they suspect negro ancestry, namely, 
the yellowness of what we characteristically 
call the “ white” of the eye. It is not, 
however, on merely snperticial comparison 
that this analogy depends. Anthropolo­ 
gists unfortunately do not always hear of 
medical work bcariug on their studies, and 
it is bnt lately that 1 learned from Dr. 
Wilson Fox that an interesting microseop.c 
section of “ bronzed skin” was published 
years ago by Mr. Hutchinson in the Patho- 
A-jini! Trans.-fiom*. All who compare 
this with Kolhker s section of normal ne­ 
gro skin must admit the extraordinary 
similarity of coloration, in the manner in 
which the deep brown pigment cells and 
grains line the surface of the papilla- of the 
dermis or true skin. I shall not be charged 
with propounding here a theory that black 
men are white men thus transformed, for, 
indeed, one incident of the obscure disease 
in question is that the patient always dies. 
The importance of the comparison lies in 
its bridging over the physiological differ­ 
ences of race, by showing that morbid ac­ 
tion may bring about in one race results 
more or less analogous to the normal tvro 
in another.—{From a lecture by E. B, Ty- 
lor, in Nature.

fornia, nor shall I overdraw, by an attempt 
at word-painting, any of the splendid and 
truly roagnidcent estates that have been 
created there by human energy, judgment 
aid good taste. On the other hau l I shall, 
in plain farmer language, endeavor to give 
your readers a good and truthful under- 
gtanding of what California is naturally, 
and what she has already been made by 
settlement and cultivation, and what she 
is capaole of becoming by an increase of 
her industrial population and an extension 
of the cultivation of her soil ani the con­ 
version of her broad domain into industn 
ous and happy homes. 
Perhaps but few have an idea, or a cor­ 
rect knowledge, of the size or immense 
area of the (State. Lst me Btate, then, 
that California is 770 miles in length, be­ 
ing bounded its entire length on the west 
bv the Pacific oc an. Its greatest width is 
330 mile . and it contains 1S8 9S1 square 
miles, or 120,047 840 square acres of land. 
Compared to other States of the Union, 
it is four times the- size of New York ; it 
is twenty-four times as large as Massachu­ 
setts ; it is 114 times as large as Rhode 
Island. 
Compared to European countries, it ¡3 
four-fifths the size of Austria, and lacks 
but a fraction of equaling the whole area 
of France. It is nearly twice the s zs of 
Italy, a:. 1 is one-naif times greater than 
the whole Britiah Isles constituting Great 
Britain. 
California contains 89 000,000 
acres of land suited to cultivation and prof­ 
itable agricultural pursuits. 
The population of California in 1SS0— 
the last census year—including Indians on 
reservations hut excluding Chinese aud .Ja­ 
panese, was 789 017. 
With oDe-íourth the territory, New York 
hail a population of 5,000 000, <>r over six 
times the population of California. 
With one twentj-fourth the territory, 
Massachusetts had a population of 1 509,­ 
000, or nearly twice the population of Cal­ 
ifornia. 
With the same territory, France has a 
population of 30,000,000, or forty times 
the population of California. . When it is 
stated that acre for acre, or square mile for 
square mile, the whole area ot California is 
capable of sustaining a larger number of 
people than New York or Massachusetts, 
and an equal or greater number than France, 
it will be seen tr.at there is still some room 
for people to settle and make homes in Cal­ 
ifornia. 
In my next I will explain the wonder­ 
fully favorable climate of California, and 
describe the general character of its soils.

Reports from Mount Cory, Nevada, con­ 
tinue favorable. 
Oi the bonanza of silver at Turkey creek, 
A. T., two men took out over §4 009 in sil­ 
ver in a single day last week. 
The Whidden mino at Shingle Springs 
struck and took out a nice pocket of gold a 
few day3 ago—about §1,000 iu one day. 
“ Sheep Mountain” is the name of a new 
mineral section iu Idaho which is attracting 
many miners from Oda, Bcise, Custer and 
Alturas counties. 
A vein of gold quartz three feet wide and 
only a few feet deep, but prospecting rich 
from the grass roots, has been found in the 
Bonis District, M. T. 
Several new gold-bearing quartz ledges 
have lately been discovered in the Dead 
wood district, in the neighborhood of East­ 
man gulch, Shasta. It is said they prospect 
rich. 
Three bars of bullion, numbered 56. 57 
and 58, and weighing respectively 1,207, 
1,157, 1.123 ounces, the produced Silver 
King, of Calico, were received at San Ber­ 
nardino last week. 
The ore body lately encountered on the 
90 foot level ot tfce Old Guard miue of 
T imhstone, A. T., is said to be daily widen­ 
ing and is visibly richer than anything yet 
taken out of the mine. 
The Bald Mountain Extension Company 
of Sierra oouuty took out SS ounce? and 6 
pennyweights of gold last week. It brings 
SIS 60 per ounce before meltiug. Its true 
gold value at tho Mint is §19 72. 
The 
<vthice*t Sentinel, New Mexico, 
says : Nearly tin- entire distance between 
Si ver Cl y and the new strike is covered 
with locations, aud prospectors are iu the 
field ti'ty miles beyond. The whole coun­ 
try is being scoured, and reports of finds 
are constantly coming in. 
The owners of the Four Hills mine, near 
Eureka, have got a bonanza iu the shape of 
a jiocket, which is nearly all gold. Pieces 
weighing several ounces of the pare metal 
are taken out, and the rock is reported 
rich beyond anything ever seen in that 
rich section.—[Reno Gazette. 
A very rich quartz bowlder was found in 
the Nevada claims at Gibbonsville, Sierra 
county, a few days since. 
The bowlder 
was found lying close to the surface and 
weighed 165 pounds. It is estimated to 
contain over §2.000. Fifteen hundred was 
offered for it, but the offer was refused. 
The Mnrchie Mining Company, says the 
Nevada City Transcript, has shinned thirty 
tons of snlphurete, valued at §250 a ton, 
to Omaha for reduction. This is done as 
an experiment, it being claimed that by a 
preces» in operation at Omaha better re­ 
sults can be obtained than on this coast. 
Mining is being conducted with great 
energy in the San Francisco canvon, above 
Newhall, says the Los Angeles Times, the 
only drawback being the scarcity of water 
and the failure to make a dry washer a 
success. From the grass roots down there 
is a show of gold, and could water be put 
on the land fortunes might be made. 
The one-ledge theory has been exploded, 
so far as it was supposed to apply to 
Tombstone.

The following circular upon the subject of 
insect pests and methods for their extermina­ 
tion han just fceeu issue i through the t ffice of 
the State Printer, and should be at once 
carefully studied and followed by all fruit­ 
growers, or others fcavirg even a few fruit 
trees to be affected by the pests, against which 
war h made : 
The Executive Officer of the State Board 
r.f Horticulture hereby earnest y request* the 
f .uit gr-wers of the State to observe and 
carefully carey oat the following recommend­ 
ations for the suppression and eradication of 
the various msec; pests infe&tlng fruit treta 
and fru it: 
The maana to be used for this purpose are 
now to be applied f r *he summer, or during 
the act nr and fruiting stage * f the tree 
Kemeaic* intended tor use during the dormant 
period of the tree » i.i at another time be 
specified, 
CODLIN MOTH. 
The ground in an orchard should be kept 
thoroughly clean from weeds by constant cul­ 
tivation, and the sutfacd in as fiue tilth an 
possible, and smooth, so as to avoid furnish­ 
ing a hiding place for the larva* of the moth. 
The baric of the tree should be as clean and 
smooth as possible io order to prevent the 
larva- from hiding away from reach. 
All 
loose pieces of bark should be c-.refu.ly re­ 
moved without injury to the green layer and 
then destroyed, and the trunk washed with 
soft soapsuds or the “ whale oil soap and sul­ 
phur mixture,” in the strength of one p. and 
to one and one had gall »na of water. 
This 
preparation is a standard one, and is most 
convenient for use. 
It can be obtained from 
the manufacturera, Messrs. Allyne fc White, 
112 uni 114 Front street, San Francisco, or 
can he bought of, or ordered through, any 
merchant. 
Bands should be placed upon 
trees a» follows: Strips of grain sacks, or 
other similar matt rial, should be cut about 
six or ei ht it.ches in width and long enough 
to encircle the trunk of tree, lapping over 
slightly, and being folded, placed with the 
open edge downwards upon the truck about 
one f-»«»t fr-iu the ground ; a large-headed 
tack (No 12, tinned, being the bes;) will safe­ 
ly and easily confine the band in place. The 
upper or folded edge of the band should be 
tight upon the tree while the lower edges 
should be lo< t»e. 
Once every week the Be 
bands should b-i rein »ved, at:d ail larvie found 
in them killed. 
Once every week ail fruit 
upon the trees should be carefully examined 
and the iofested hpeciaiena picked, and then 
b.dled and fed to the hogs; also, ail fallen 
fruit should be gathered from the ground once 
every w ek and be boiled and fed to the 
hogs. 
Where, instead, it is used tor dry­ 
ing purpose», all refuse ehouid be care­ 
fully destroy til 
by 
boiling 
and feeding 
as above. 
This work should be commenced 
an soon as the fruit is well set and of sufficient 
size to examine. 
Bands should be applied by 
the middle of May of each year. 
In addi­ 
tion to the bands, loose rags or pieces of 
sacking should be placed in the crotches of 
the trees and scrupulously examined each 
week. 
The whole system must be carried 
out, un»il all fruit is finally gathered from 
the on h »rd. 
F ruit at gathering should not 
be piled up and left in the orchard. 
Great 
care sh uld be exercised that no package in­ 
fected wi:h the epe?, larva;, or pu¡ ;e of any 
¡meóte be allowed to cume upon orchard 
premi e?. 
I t ii imp >rtaut to aee that where 
goods are purchased throngh commission 
bouses they be ordered sent direct from place 
of purchase, aa it ia known that the egga and 
larvif of ii s* cota may be ca.-riad with other 
thinga than fruit pickagea. 
Where new and 
free packages are not used, all packages 
abítala be disinfected before being Drought 
intu the orchard, either at the distributing 
centers, or immediately upon their entrance 
upon the home ¡ remises. 
Even double dis­ 
infection would be found to bena.st profit* 
able. 
Kruil-growera are earnestly requested 
to examine into the meri'a of the package sys­ 
tem, as it ia now believed that the day iaoear 
when the free box or package will be found to 
be the cheapest aa well aa the safest mode of 
marketing all fruit worthy the growing. The 
disinfection of packages may he accomplished 
hy dipping and keeping them in boiling water 
(with or without the addition of an alkab), 
for the space of three minutes. 
By the faith­ 
ful carrying out of these directions it ia though t 
(andas proven hy my own experience) that 
ninety per cent, of an apple or pear crop can 
be saved instead of entailing that percentage 
of 1"8«, aa is frequently and usually the case 
where the moth is well established. 


8 C A L K INSECTS. 
A t this eea8onof the year the best remedy 
known at the present time is that of spraying 
infested trees and frnit thoroughly with the 
whale oil soap and aulphur mixture, in the 
strengih of one pound to one gallon, or one 
¡Kiund to one and one-half gal oas of water. 
This may be repeated. 
In this way the in­ 
i' eta may be either eotirely destroyed or h;ld 
in check, and thoroughly treated the coming 
winter by other and more snitable remedies 
for the dormant condition of the tree. 
(Dur­ 
ing the winter reason the proper treatm ent ia 
by concentrated lye one pound, to water one 
and one-half gallons, applied by fiue spray. 
This must not be applied in the summer 
time.) The necessity fir careful watching 
and iustaut treatm ent of infested trees is pai- 
arn lint. Kfgsrding the scale Icerya Parcnasi 
u special report may ere long be expected, 


l t r n s p i d e r . 
This pest is best attacked after the egg has 
hatched and during the puiod of activity. 
A t this time the w-bale oil soap and sulphur 
mixture, in the strength heretofore men­ 
tioned. and to which is added a very strong 
decoction of tobacco, is the most tff-.cluai yet 
used. It is hoped, however, that experiments 
now in progress with pyrethrum and other 
insecticides will furnish better and surer 
means for its extermination. 


WOOLLY APHIS. 
The positively tflcctual remedy for woolly 
aphis yet remains undiscovered. Particular y 
difficult is i: to treat the aphis upon the roots 
of the tree. 
The means most effectual for 
those in the top of the tree is the spraying 
with a strong and hot decoction of tobacc i 
leaves and stems ; one pound to one gallon of 
water, then diluted hy the addition of another 
gallon of water when used. 
It should be ap­ 
plied as nearly as may be at 130° tempera­ 
ture. 
Applied to the collar of the tree, and 
lust under ground, the following has been 
used with succeaa in destroying the aphis 
upon the roots, or at least in preventing its 
appearance above gronnd : Five pounds, or 
one-half gadon, whale o il; boil in two and 
enc-half gallons water ; to this add one-third 
o fa p c u o d c f potash to make a soap. 
For 
ase add to this quantity of soap one gallon of 
water and one aud one-half gallons of strong 
decoction of tobacco. 
Then to every five gal­ 
lons of the wash thus made add one-half a 
pint of Calvert’s crnde carbolic aheep dip. 
Apply hy brush or spray, and then replace 
the earth, mixed with a liberal quantity of 
air-slacked lime and wood ashes. 
Ii vestiga- 
tii us to be made this season will doubtless 
add much to oar knowledge of the beet reme­ 
dies for this peet. 
GREEN AFHIS. 
This premises to te troublesome the pres­ 
ent season 
V otil we ascertain better means, 
the moat effective remedy is the spraying by 
whale-oil soap and sulphur mixture. 
O her 
species of the aphides are noticeable on the 
apple, pear, plum, etc., and should recorve 
similar treatm ent BORERS. 
Preventive measures are far tr ore success* 
fal, than remedies after the injury haa been 
done. 
Shading the trunk and preventing the 
aun I timing the bark will almost always pre­ 
vent the w rk of borers. 
This may be dose 
by placing two shakes, one on the aouth, the 
o th tro n the west side of the tree; or by 
means of two pieces of board nailed together 
and secured to the tree by rope. 
Also, allow 
the tree to branch out low down upon the 
trunk. 
Where b Ters have been at work, 
wra¡ ¡dog the trunk of the tree with burlap 
has been found to be a m s t valuable rem­ 
edy. Rubbieg the trunk of the tree near the 
ground with fresh common bar soap is very 
useful. 


P E A S A S P C H E R K T S L U G S . 
The use cf dust, or the finely-powdered 
earth of the orchard thrown freely over the 
tree by the shove! or otherwise, ia effectual in 
the destruction of this peet. 


T E S T 
C A T E R P I L L A R . 
The twigs around which are clustered a 
band of eggs should be cut cff and destroyed 
during the winter pruning. 
When, how­ 
ever, hitched oat, tae caterpillars rhould, 
while io the branches, be taken from the 
tree ia the same w .r aad burned: or when

CANKER WORM (ASISOPTEBX VEBNATA). 
F or the past three Beaaona this caterpillar 
has caused great damage to aome orchards, 
but it ia not generally known through the 
State. 
The best means of combating it is to 
place about the trunk of the tree an inch 
rope, and ovtr this a six-ioch atrip of tin, 
lo: g ei.ough to go around the tree and lap 
over a l i t t l e , being bi-cured by a nail driven 
through the tin and r 'pe. The middle of the 
tin i* j !a:id lengthwise against the l ut.ide of 
the rope. 
This secures a space both shove 
aud below the rope betwe.n the bind of tin 
and the tree. 
The provea an obstruction to 
th ese ;cut if the tiee by the wingless moth 
to depo-it her eggs. 
Apply this band in the 
autumn. 
Destroy bunches of eggs deposited 
on the trunk below ; also look on the under* 
tide r.f ioose pieces i f bark for eggs. 
When

foliage destroyed there will be no crop of 
fruit matured. 
Then the eff-cluil remedy is 
by sprayinc the tree with arsenic, one pound 
to 100 or 150 gallons of water. 
W here arrenic haa been used, three pounds 
t '200 gallons of water, the past B’Esin, al- 
th ugh burning the foliage at that time, it 
eific ually d. stroyed the worm. 
The trees 
a-e in fiu» foliage and bearing a good crop of 
frni. at the present time.

The parautic fungi ('usicladiarB jdendriti- 
cuu ). bo designated by l'rcfe.aor T. .J. Bur- 
rilJ, of 
Illinois, such aa is manifest upon 
blighted and acabhy applea uLii nears ; alac, 
the smut fungus (famago aalicina), observ­ 
able upon orange?, olives, and the like, in­ 
flated with scale, may .be beat treated by 
soraying trees and fruit with the whale oil 
soap and sulphur mixture, one pound to one 
and one-half gallons of water. 
_ 
In order to successfully combat these vari­ 
ous p ate, the hearty co-operation of all fruit 
growera is necessary, and it is hoped will be 
che. rful.’y rendered. 
County Horticultural 
C' inmissioners are reminded that the law 
creating those Commissioners is still in force, 
and that it will be necessary for them lo 
carry on the’Jwork diligently the present 
seas-in. 
Great caution should be used in 
sending specimens of insert peste over differ­ 
ent parts of the State.
